MEAT, MILK INDUSTRY PLANS TO 1990 
Moscow MYASNAYA INDUSTRIYA SSSR in Russian No 1, Jan 83 pp 16-18 


[Article by I.I. Fedorus and A.K. Bakanov, USSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy 
Industry: "To Utilize Reserves More Fully"] 


[Text] In the Food Progam approved by the CPSU Central Committee May (1982) 
Plenum it was envisaged that annual average meat production (slaughtered 
weight) would be brought up to 17-17.5 million tons during the current five- 
year plan, and up to 20-20.5 million during the 12th Five-Year Plan. In this 
connection, during the llth Five-Year Plan major and crucial tasks face the 
collectives of fattening sovkhozes and other agricultural enterprises within 
the system of the USSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry. 


Results from work in the first 2 years of the llth Five-Year Plan have shown 
that the fattening farms have every opportunity for fulfilling the tasks set 
by the Food Program. In 1981 the high quality of fodders and their rational 
and efficient use enabled the sovkhozes to fulfill the plan for deliveries 
of meat to the state. 


The "Dubki" sovkhoz in the Crimea production association of the meat industry 
is making a weighty contribution to increasing the production of meat. The 
managers and specialists of this farm give their constant attention to 
developi ; and strengthening the fodder base, improving the organization of 
animal fattening, increasing the nutritional value of fodder portions and 
developing socialist competition.

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Implementing in a planned way the measures to improve soil fertility and raise 
farming standards, the farm has achieved significant improvements in fodder 
production and improved fodder quality. This has made it possible to increase 
the numbers of hogs from 34,600 to 50,500 annually, and gross meat production 
from 1,700 tons to 2,100 tons, or 28 percent. 


A complex of measures has been implemented to improve the quality of the 
fodders prepared, improve the organization of cattle fattening and increase 
the nutritional value of fodder portions by increasing the proportion of high- 
protein fodders; and the sovkhox collective has achieved improved animal 
productiveness and reduced fodder consumption. Average daily weight 

increases for hogs have been raised to 549 grams, with fodder consumption 

















at 6.4 quintals of todder units per | quintal of pork. Fodder consumption 
per i quintal of added weight in sheep has been lowered from 9.2 to 7.5 
quintals of fodder units; in rabbit breeding these figures have been reduced 
from 13.9 to 8 quintals of fodder units. 


In 1981 the “Dubki" sovkhoz fulfilled the plan for deliveries of meat to the 
state 115.4 percent. High indicators were achieved by hog keepers V.M. 
Zhuravlev, A.Ye. Dzyuban and Ye.A. Petukh, and by V.T. Tolstovoy's rabbit 
brigade and many others. For the successes achieved in 1981 the collective 
was awarded a challenge Red Banner of the CPSU Central Committee, USSR Council 
of Ministers, AUCCTU and Komsomol Central Committee. 


In response to the CPSU Central Committee May (1982) Plenum decisions, which 
approved the Food Program, the sovkhoz collective adopted higher socialist 
pledges in which ict was planned to fulfill the five-year plan for the sale 

of meat to the state, envisaging the delivery of 10,000 toms of meat, in only 
4 years, and to produce a grand total of at least 12,600 tons of meat. 


The collegium of the USSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry and the 

trade union central committee for workers in the food industry have approved 

the valuable initiative of the collective at the "Dubki" sovkhoz and recommended 
all fattening sovkhozes in the ministry to make extensive use of this farm's 
experience in increasing meat production. 


In accordance with the decisions of the CPSU Central Committee May (1982) 
Plenum, a comprehensive plan has teen ¢rawn up at the "Dubki" sovkhoz for 

the development of agricultural production in 1982-1985 and during the period 
through 1990. Along with hog fattening, it is intended to substantially 
expand the fattening of cattle, improve animal productiveness, lower fodder 
consumption per 1 quintal of added weight in cattle, and bring annual meat 
production up to 2,500 tons by 1985, and 3,000 tons by 1990. 


Making every possible use of production reserves, the collective at the farm 
pledged to deliver 160 tons of above-plan meat to the state in 1982. These 

pledges were fulfilled: the plan for gross output was fulfiiled 102 percent, 
and profit from sales of output was R1.3 million. 


The collective of the "Dubki” sovkhoz was the winner in all-union socialist 
competition in honor of the 60th anniversary of the formation of the USSR. 
It was awarded a challenge Red Banner of the CPSU Central Committee, USSR 
Council of Ministers, AUCCTU and Komsomol Central Committee. 


The intiative of the leading collective has been taken up at many farms. 


By introducing into production the achievements of science and leading 
experience, one of the ministry's leading farms, the "Kievskiy" sovkhoz, is 
increasing the output of livestock produce in a planned manner. Relying on 
a solid fodder base and having broadly developed socialist competition, the 
farm has increased reproduction and fattening in hogs, and this made it 
possible to fulfill ahead of schedule the plan for the 10th Five-Year Plan 
and for the first year of the llth Five-Year Plan for the production and 
delivery of meat to the state. 











By making use of leading experience, workers and specialists at the sovkhoze 
have insured further increases ..1 animal productiveness. Average daily weight 
increases in hogs have reached 614 grams. Up to 20 piglets have been obtained 
from every main sows. Hog keepers N.P. Dzhus, M.P. Brud'ko, A.S. Gutnichenko 
and others have achieved good indicators, obtaining 630 to 650 grams average 
daily weight increase. 


For its high indicators in all-union socialist competition and the successful 
completion of the 1981 plan the sovkhoz collective was awarded a challenge 
Red Banner of the CPSU Central Committee, USSR Council of Ministers, AUCCTU 
and Komsomol Central Committee. 


Guided by the decisions of the CPSU Central Committee May (1982) Plenum, the 
farm has drawn up a comprehensive plan for the development of agricultural 
production for 1982-1985 and the period through 1990, in which specific ways 
have been defined for strengthening the fodder base and increasing the 
production of meat and agricultural output and its sale to the state. 


In 1982 the "Kievskiy" sovkhoz fulfilled the plan for gross output 105 percent, 
and profit from sales amounted to R730,000. 


For its results from work in 1982 and for achieving high indicators in all- 
union socialist competition, in honor of the 60th anniversary of the formation 
of the USSR, the collective of the "Kievskiy" sovkhoz was awarded a challenge 
Red Banner of the CPSU Central Committee, USSR Council of Ministers, AUCCTU 
and Komsomol Central Committee. 


The “Bogordchanskiy," “Starokonstinovskiy" and "“Piryatinskiy" sovkhozes in 
the Ukrainian SSR and the "Khaldanskiy" sovkhoz in the Azerbaijan SSR have 
also successfully completed their tasks for 1982. The collectives of these 
sovkhozes have been awarded challenge red banners of the USSR Ministry of 

the Meat and Dairy Industry and the trade union central committee for workers 
in the food industry. 


The Food Program envisages a comprehensive approach to the resolution of tasks 
that have been set, and this approach is designed to combine the work of both 
agriculture and the industrial sectors serving it, along with transportation, 
procurement and trade, subordinating them to a common goal--i.icreasinz the 
output of foodstuffs and delivering them to the consumer. Guided by this 
principle of the Food Program and developing labor cooperation, the collectives 
of the fattening sovkhozes and the meat combines in the Vinnitsa production 
association of the meat industry have drawn up and are implementing comprehensive 
measures aimed at increasing the production and sales of meat by sovkhozes 

by a factor of 1.7 by 1985 compared with the average annual output level 
during the 10th Five-Year Plan, and at doubling it by 1990. The production 

of beef will grow to 1,000 tons by 1985 and 1,200 tons by 1990. It has been 
decided to raise the average daily weight increases in hogs being fattened 

to 560 grams by 1985; the corresponding figure for cattle is 900 grams. 


At the farms, much attention will be given to further strengthening and 
improving the fodder base. It is intended to improve the efficiency of 








irrigated land by expanding sowings of high-yielu fodder crops, including 
alfalfa and clover, and by improving the structure of sown areas so as to 
insure that more than 50 quintals of fodder units are harvested from each 
hectare. Gross grain production is to increase 30 percent. By the end of 
the five-year plan, annual procurement of silage is to be increased to 15,000 
tons, hay to 1,500 tons, and sugar beet for fodder to 8,000 tons, which will 
fully meet the requirements of livestock farming for coarse and succulent 
fodders. 


Workers at the meat industry association have pledged themselves to increase 

the production of fodder-enrichment additives and dry-plant animal fodder 

to 10,000 tons, thus in the main satisfying requirements for these products 

at the fattening sovkhozes. By constructing six sets of livestock premises 

and four summer areas, the fattening of cattle at the "Bubnovskiy," "Komsomol'skiy’' 
and “Zhmerinskiy" sovkhozes will increases by a factor of more than 2.5. 


Private subsidiary plots have been created at all the enterprises in the 
association. By 1985 it is intended to produce up to 500 tons of meat on 
the plots each year, or 60 kilograms (live weight) per worker. By making 
use of heat from the boilers, provision has been made at each enterprise for 
setting up hothouses to fully meet the requirements for fresh vegetables for 
the dining halls. 


The Ukrainian Communist Party Vinnitsa obkom bureau and the ispolkom of the 
oblast soviet of working people's deputies have approved the initiative of 

the fattening sovkhozes and enterprises of the Vinnitsa production association 
of the meat industry. 


Consistent intensification of cattle fattening, every possible increase in 
animal productiveness and increasing the weight added to cattle and hogs 
together form the basis for further increases in meat production at the 
fattening sovkhozes. A major role in this should be played by the strengthening 
ot the fodder base for the sovkhozes, improving the nutritional value of animal 
fodder, and improving labor organization and wages. 


The accelerated growth of beef production should be the main direction in 
increasing meat resources at the fattening sovkhozes. The proportion of beef 
in total meat production at the ministry farms is now no more than 20 percent; 
by 1985 this figure should be increased to 30-35 percent. 


The increase in beef production should be achieved through the intensification 
of animal fattening and raising animal productiveness. By 1990 average daily 
weight increases should be raised everywhere to 600 to 650 grams for hogs 

and up to 900 grams for cattle, and their weight when handed over for processing 
should be 450 to 500 kilograms. The sovkhozes of the RSFSR Ministry of the 
Meat and Dairy Industry, and the ministries of the meat and dairy industry 

in the Ukrainian and other SSR's have substantial reserves in this regard. 

The sovkhozes of the RSFSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry now deliver 
cattle at an average live weight of 400 kilograms, and the sovkhozes of the 
Ukrainian SSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry deliver them at 370 
kilogram: 











However, at a number of sovkhozes of the Ukrainian SSR Ministry of the Meat 
and Dairy Industry, the Azerbaijan SSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry 
and the farms of the “Skotoimport” all-union association, animal productivity 
is still low and the sale of ill-conditioned cattle is permitted. Thus, 
cattle productivity is low at farms in the Kherson, Odessa, Sumy and other 
production associations of the meat industry, at the “Navaginskiy" sovkhoz 
under the Azerbaijan SSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry, the 
"“Georgiyevskiy" sovkhoz, and the Semipalatinsk office of the "Skotoimport” 
all-union association, 


Farms often permit unjustified consumption of fodder, labsr and assets. Thus, 
at sovkhozes in the Kherson and Ternopol production associations of the meat 
industry in the Ukraine, up to 7 quintals of fodder units are used per | 
quintal increase in the wight of hogs, and 10-13 quintals of fodder units 

for cattle, while the average for the republic is 6.3 and 9.2 quintals of 
fodder units respectively. The fodder consumption per 1 quintal weight 
increase in cattle (12.6 quintals of fodder units) and hogs (7.6 quintals 

of fodder units) is also high at sovkhozes of the RSFSR Ministry of the Meat 
and Dairy Industry, and in hogs at farms in the Azerbaijan SSR (7.2 quintals 
of fodder units). Intensive fattenting methods for cattle and hogs should 

be introduced more extensively and better use should be made of green, coarse 
and succulent fodders, and also waste from the sectors of the food industry. 
It is essential to switch livestock raising more actively to an industrial 
basis by reconstructing farms and fattening areas. 


Experience shows that at farms where a solid fodder base has tzen created 

and techniques for fattening and looking after cattle are observed, high daily 
average weight increases are obtained in animals with lowered fodder consumption. 
Thus, at the "Bogorodchanskiy,"” "Shchorskiy" and "Zolochevskiy" and other 
sovkhozes, weight gains in hogs reach 500-600 grams daily, and 900-1,000 grams 

in cattle, with consumption at 6 and 8-9 quintals of fodder units per quintal 

of weight increase. At these farms use is made of the achievements of science 

and leading experience, and any valuable intiative by the specialists is supported 
by the management. 


One reserve for increasing meat production lies in expanding cattle fzettening 
on open mechanized areas. This efficient method for fattening cattle has 

now been introduced at many of the farms of the USSR Ministry of the Meat 

and Dairy Industry. The total number of areas has reached 33, able to cope 
with 12,500 head of cattle at the same time. The construction of such areas 
does not. require large capital investments. A single mechanized brigade (or 
link) can service them, receiving its wages according to the fina! results 

of labor. At the "Nikopol'skiy,"” "Shchorskiy" and other sovkhozes daily 
weight gains for cattle have reached 800-1,000 grams through the use of 
mechanized areas. 


In recent years the proportion of concentrated fodders has been increased 

in the structure of feed for hogs; at a number of sovkhozes it is as much 

as 82-85 percert. In order to increese pork production using home-grown 
fodders it is necessary to grow more root crops and potatoes, and to prepare 
combined silage and use it in concentrated feeds. This kind of experience 











has been gained at the "Starokonstantinovskiy,” "“Shchorskiy," “Novopskovskiy"™ 
and other sovkhozes, where the proportion of nongrain fodder in hog feed is 
above 20 percent, with average daily weight gains of 550-600 grams for hogs. 


During the summer period, one reserve for increasing pork production can be 
keeping the animals in the open and feeding them with cheap fodder. 


In order to increase pork production through the use of home-grown fodder 

and increasing hog-raising efficiency, it is essential for sovkhozes t~ 
organize their own reproduction of hogs, making up the shortfalls in fattened 
animals obtained through state purchases. 


Further strengthening and development of the fodder base at sovkhozes is a 
most important factor in increasing livestock farming output. It is necessary 
to make fodder production into an independent sector. At each farm a long- 
term plan should be drawn up for fodder production. 


In connection with the limited nature of arable land, the main attention 

should be given to increasing yields from grain and fodder crops, expanding 

the areas sown to alfalfa, clover, lupine, rape and other high-yield crops, 
second sowings and postharvest sowings, reducing nutrient losses, and improving 
the quality of fodder through the introductio: f progressive technologies 

for preparing them. Work experience at the "Temp" sovkhoz in Nikopol Oblast, 
the "Novopskovsk‘y" and others, shows that the yield of fodder per hectare 

of arable land can be raised to 40-50 quintals of fodder units. It is also 
essential to try to achieve a situation in which not a single kilogram of 
fodder is fed to animals in an unprepared condition. 


Implementation of all these measures combined :1ith broadly organized socialist 
competition will make it possible for the workirs at fattening sovkhozes to 
achieve stable growth in agricultural output and successfully comply with 

the decisions of the CPSU Central Committee May (1982) Plenum.

FOOD PROGRAM PROGRESS REVIEWED FOR MEAT, MILK INDUSTRIES 
Moscow MYASNAYA INDUSTRIYA SSSR in Russian No 1, Jan 83, pp 1-4 


[Editorial: "With Shock Labor We Shall Fulfill the Decisions of the CPSU 
Central Committee November (1982) Plenum] 


[Text] The CPSU Central Committee November (1982) Plenum is of special 
significance in implementing the socioeconomic policy workerd out by the 26th 
CPSU Congress. The drafts of the state plar for the economic and social 
development of the USSR and the 1983 state budget, as confirmed by the USSR 
Supreme Soviet 7th Session, were examined and in the main approved at the 
plenum. The plenum approved fully and completely the practical activity of 
the CPSU Central Committee Politburo in implementing the course marked out 

in the fields of domestic and foreign policy by the 26th CPSU Congress. 


In the speech of CPSU Central Committee general secretary comrade Yu.V. 
Andropov, a profound analysis was made of the results of the first 2 years 
of the llth Five-Year Plan, the shortcomings that have occurred were revealed 
with party principledness, the great reserves at the disposal of the national 
economy were indicated, and the decisive sectors of work, key problems and 
the main ways for solving them were revealed and precisely defined. 


Results from national economic development during 1982 indicate that our 
country moved ahead in all the main directions of economic and sccial 
development determined by the 26th CPSU Congress. The economic potential 

of the Soviet Union increased. National income, the most generalized indicator 
characterizing the achievements and opportunities of the national economy, 
increased 2 percent, reaching R460 billion. The first steps were taken in 
implementing the decisions of the CPSU Central Committee May (1982) Plenum 

and the Food Program it put forward. 


While givng credit for what has been achieved, the CPSU Central Committee 
November (1982) Plenum forcibly drew attention to the fact that in terms of 

a number of very important indicators, planned targets for the first 2 years 

of the current five-year plan were not met. The switch of the national economy 
to the intensive path of development and the turnabout in improving efficiency 
and work quality were still being accomplished only slowly. The main indicator 
for production efficiency--labor productivity--grew at rates that cannot satisfy 
us. As before, plans are being fulfilled at the cost of high expenditures 

and production costs. 











All this obliges party, soviet and economic organs, arid each collective and 
each worker to intensify work aimed ar fulfiliing regular econ mic-yolitical 
tasks, eliminating shortcomings a.d bottlenecks, and takins reliadle steps 

‘or the successfui completion of the tasks for the current year and fulrillment 
and overfulZillment of plans fer i983. 


The CPSU Central Committee plenum noted the speciai importance cf successfully 
fulfilling the 1983 plan for ecoromic and sociai development for the five- 

yiar plan as a whole. The 1983 plan confirms that concern for the Soviet 
person, his labor and everyday conditions and his spiritual development remains 
i vert importeat program position for the party. 


The Soviet wational economy ‘as great reserves at its disposal. Their 
mobilization is connected primarily with the acceleration of scientific- 
technical progress and the extensive and ranid introduction inte production 
of the achievements of science and .echnology and leading experience. 


Some three-fourths of labor p oductivity growth are now being achieved through 
the introduction of scientific and technical innovations. At the same time, 
the state of affairs in this sphere still fzeils <o give grounds for complete 
satisfaction. For many years. pianned targets for the introduction of new 
equipment have been fulfilled only 85-90 percent. 


in order to overcome these shortcomings it is not enough simply to propagandize 
new equipment and new labor methods; specific difficuities that hamper scientific 
and technical progress must he revealed and eliminated. Planning methods 

and the system of material incentive must promote the union of science and 


production. 


Rational utilization of material and iabor rescurces was another major reserve 
in the national economy to which the CPSU Central Committee plenum drew attention. 
This is acquiring particular keenness in connection with the fact that economic 
development during the llth Five-Year Plan and during the Eighties is being 
made more complicated by a whole series of adverse factors. Therefore, it 

was stressed at the CPSU Central Committee plenum, thrift and a zealous 

ittitude toward the national well-being constitute a matter of reality for 


our plans. 


Specific targets for saving resources have been confirmed iv the plan for 

1983. Provision has been made for iowsred norms for consumption of the main 
kinds of raw materials, materialsp fuel and energy. It is intended to increase 
utilization of secondary raw materials, making it possible to save raw materials 


and materials in short supply. 


From 1983 on, along with the indicators for prime costs, a limit (maximum 
level) has been confirmed for material consumption, expressed in monetary 
terms per ruble of output. 


A central place in the party's plans is occupied by measures connected with 
realization of the Food Program. Comrade Yu.V. Andropov stressed the following 
in his speech: “Everyone understands, of course, that implementation of the 





country's Food Program is not a matter just for a single year. This is so. 
But we must also say something directly: fulfillment of the Food Program 
cannot be delayed. Day after day, workers in the agrarian-industriai complex 
must build up their efforts, and labor to make the enormous funds allocated 
ior solving this problem produce returns today, and even greater returns 
tomorrow." Some R46.6 billion of capital investments are being allocated 

for development of the agrarian-industrial complex, including R37.8 billion 
directly into agriculture. In 1983 gross agricultural output will be R137.3 
billion, or 10.5 percent more than in 1982. Provision has been made in the 
plan for the further development of subsidiary farms at enterprises and for 
private subsidiary plots for the public. Development of the agrarian-industrial 
complex envisaged by the CPSU Central Committee May (1982) Plenum as a single 
whole is making it possible to improve in the best way supplies of foodstuffs 
for the population and of raw materials for industry. 


In the field of capital construction, special attention has been given to 
accelerated commissioning of capacities and projects and the concentration 
of efforts and means at sites nearing completion. 


Another important direction in improving work will be the elimination of the 
serious deficiencies in the management and planning of the national economy. 
Touching on these problems, CPSU Central Committee general secretary comrade 
Yu.V. Andropov said: “Apparently, the forces of inertia and of old habits 
are still acting. AND some people probably simply do not know how to set 
about things. It is essential to give some thought to what kind of help 
should be given to such comrades. And the main thing is to accelerate work 
to improve the entire leadership sphere in the economy--management, planning 
and the economic mechanism." 


It was noted at the plenum that our successes are great and indisputable. 

However, in terms of a number of very important indicators, planned tasks 

for the first 2 years of the five-year plan were underfulfilled, and this, 
of course, has affected the 1983 plan. 


The plenum pointed out that under present conditions, the strengthening of 
responsibility for observance of state and general interests and the decisive 
eradication of narrow departmentalism and parochialism are acquiring special 
importance. The plenum proposed an effective struggle against all violations 
of party, state and labor discipline. Good quality, productive labor, 
initiative and enterprise must be fully stimulated and rewarded. And poor 
work, passivity and irresponsibility should affect in the most direct and 
irreversible way material reward, service position and the moral authority 


of workers. 


In 1982 a number of the union republics ministries of the meat and dairy 
indusrty failed to fulfill plans for the purchase cf cattle, output sales, 
profit, labor productivity and the products list for many kinds of output. 
Underfulfillment of the cattle purchasing plan occurred in the RSFSR, the 
Ukrainian SSR, the Kazakh SSR, the Lithuanian SSR, the Moldavian SSR, the 
fatvian SSR and the Estonian SSR. 














Many manayers did not display the necessary peristence and principledness 
in raising questions of insuring fulfillment of contractual obligations and 
the observance of procurement discipline. 


In conditions of shortages of raw material resources at enterprises and 
throughout the sector as a whole, in 1982 a number of measures were implemented 
to save on meat consumption. This insured a saving of 450,000 tons of resources. 
Processing of individual kinds of output also exceeded 1981 production, for 
example, meat semifinished products by 4 percent and drv fodder for animals 

by 3 percent. In 1983 this work should be continued even more actively. 


in recent years, within the system of the USSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy 
Industry 1,100 enterprises have been constructed for the meat and dairy 
industry, including major meat combines at Lipetsk, Cheboksary and Zhitomir, 
and 1,200 enterprises have undergone reconstruction. Some 249 enterprises 

are now under construction. Of these, meat combines in the cities of Glukhova 
and Melitopol have already been commissioned, and capacities have been s_arted 
up at the Prilukskiy "Belkozin-2" plant and others. 


The 1982 plan for the USSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry was 
underfulfilled for total volume of capital investments by a total of R52 
million. Work on the construction of a meat combine with a shift capacity 
of 50 tons of meat in Elista city in the Kalmyk ASSR and of a meat combine 


in Roslavl and others is proceeding poorly. 


Rosmyasomolremproyekt and Rosmyasomolremstroy are not fulfilling capital 
construction plans. An example of how work on capital construction should 

be done is provided by the Georgian SSR Ministry of the Meat and Dairy Industry, 
which year after year fully assimilates capital allocated for capital investment 
ind construction and installation work, and commissions enterprises under 
eonstruction in good time. Compared with 1981, the ministries of the meat 

and dairy industries in the Moldavian SSR, Estonian SSR, Azerbaijan SSR, Uzbek 
SSR and Kirghiz SSR, and the "Soyuzmyasomoltara" all-union production association 
have improved their work. Enterprises of the ministries of the meat and dairy 
industry in the Ukrainian SSR and the Belorussian SSR are being commissioned 


on time and ahead of schedule. 


[ndicators for housing construction are unsatisfactory. The construction 
of housing by meat industry enterprises in the cities of Ulan-Ude, Stavropol, 
Chelkar, Alma-Ata and a number of others is proceeding at low rates. 


Things are unsatisfactory with fulfillment of the plan for labor productivity 
growth in the RSFSR, Ukrainian SSR, Kazakh SSR, Georgian SSR, Azerbaijan SSR, 
Lithuanian SSR, Moldavian SSR, Latvian SSR, Turkmen SSR and Estonian SSR. 


Underfulfimment of the labor productivity growth plan is connected not only 
with shortages of raw materials but also serious problems in the organization 
of labor and socialist competition, and also the lack of effective control 


over numbers of workers. 


A number of steps have recently been taken in the industry to insure the 
protection of socialist property, and this has made it possible to reduce 
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losses from shortages, theft and spoilage of material values. At the same 
time, in a number of the union republics (RSFSR, Latvia, Estonia, Kazakhstan) 
losses for these reasons have increased. The main causes of shortages and 
theft are violations of the requirements for production technology and the 
operation of refrigeration premises and the lack of the necessary control 
over storage of delivered goods by the railroads. Unsatisfactory organization 
of primary production stocktaking, administrative control and the seiection 
of personnel for responsible positions are alo promoting the formation of 
shortages. Managers at individual enterprises do not examine materials in 
good time for commodity shortages and do not clarify reasons or who is to 
blame, and as a result they are not carrying out their responsibilities fully. 
This situation cannot be tolerated. Leaders in the ministries should draw 
the appropriate conclusions and bring strict state orde. to this matter. 


It can be seen from the 1982 rv.sults that the leaders of a number of union 
republic ministries and of industrial and production associations are permitting 
substantial losses of raw materials ard the release of substandard output, 

and they are failing to concern themselves properly with labor and domestic 
conditions for workers or to display the necessary exactingness for increasing 
savings of material resources. 


It is essential to draw to the appropriate conclusions and bring order to 
the rational utilization of all raw materials, both primary and secondary. 


In the 1983 plan the production of industrial output for the meat and dairy 
industry has been set at R36.85 billion, a 3-percent increase over 1982. The 
1983 plan is stepped-up but realistic, even though the rates for some kinds 
of output are high. 


In the plan much attention is given to savings of all material resources, 
improving quality, extending the product range, increasing the output of 
products for children’s and diet catering, and developing the production of 
various finished and semifinished products. 


The primary task is, on the basis of improved organizational work, to support 
creative initiative and broadly developed socialist competition in every way, 
and not only to insure fulfillment of the 1983 plan and improved work efficiency 
and quality, but also to substantially overfulfill it. 


In practical work to fulfill the plan the most serious attention should be 
given to saving raw materials, fuel and energy and other material resources, 
increasing the return from investments, and reducing and completely eliminating 
various kinds of losses at all stages of production, namely transportation, 
processing, storage and marketing of the finished product. 


Must work needs to be done to improve the system of cattle procurement, bring 
processing enterprises closer to raw material sources, and introduce a more 
rational system for assessing the quality of raw materials and finished 
products. 


It is necessary to take a bolder approach to the processing of nonlivestock 
farming products at existing enterprises, including potatoes, cereals and 
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legumes, fruit, berries and vegetables, for use both for making combined and 
enriched plant components in meat and dairy products, and for sale, in 
particular potatoes in the form of meat-and-potato croquettes, milk-and- 
potato puree, and other kinds of products. A start has been made in this 
and it should be actively developed, with initiators receiving every kind 


of encouragement. 


It is necessary to achieve a substantial increase in the output of weighed 
and packaged goods, enabling retention of quality and prolonged storage during 
marketing, and less product losses. 


Generalizing all the above, the tasks for the industry in 1983 can be summed 
up as insuring further development of the iudustry’s production-technical 
base: accelerating the reception of livestock farming produce at farms, 
improving the organization of cattle and poultry purchases, increasing more 
efficient and quality industrial processing, reducing normativs for meat 
consumption in the manufacture of meat products, improving the quality of 

the finished product, the strictest observance of established technologic 

and sanitation and hygiene conditions in production, enhancing responsibility 
for this in all subdivisions, and making rational use of main and secondary 
raw materials, in particular, more efficient processing of subproducts, bone 
meal, skimmed milk, buttermilk and whey. In a word, it is necessary to fulfill 
in actuality the party's demand that "the economy should be economic.” 


Special exactingness is presented by the task of further improving mutual 
relations between industry enterprises «nd kolkozes and sovkhozes and 
strengthening management and economic links within the system of the unified 
agrarian-industrial complex. The main thing in this cooperation is plan 
fultillment. 


work must be intensified to create subsidiary farms at each enterprise and 
to meet targets for weight additions in cattle fattened at farms in the sector, 
and to successfuliy complete the overwintering of cattle. 


in 1983, in the field of capital construction provision has been made for 

the concentration of capital investments, material resources, labor forces 

and construction mechanisms at sites nearing completion, and for a corresponding 
reduction in the number of uncompleted construction projects. In accordance 
with the 1983 plan, the total volume of capital investments for production 
construction in the meat and dairy industry has been confirmed at R753 million, 
of which R269 million are being allocated for enterprise reconstruction and 
retooling; this is R19 million more than envisaged by the five-year plan and 
R43 million more than in 1982. Some R76.4 million have been allocated for 
housing construction. In 1983 a total of 370,000 square meters of housing 

and 2,650 preschool places should be commissioned. 


The results of scientific and technical progress in the industry will be 
determined by higher technical level of production, reduced manual labor on 
the basis of accelerated development and introduction of new equipment and 
leading and wasteless technology, and also by the broad use of leading domestic 
and foreign experience and active cooperation with the socialist countries. 
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The correct selection, placement, training and education of personnel will 

be of decisive significance for successful fulfillment of the CPSU Central 
Committee November (1982) Plenum decisions. It is essential to do everything 
needed to insure that politically mature, competent and resourceful people 
who possess organizational skills are placed in the crucial sections. It 

is necessary to upgrade the activity of the engineering and technical workers 
and mobilize their knowledge and practical experience to solve specific 
problems. 


One indispensable condition for success in our work is the activity of the 
working masses themselves. At the plenum, conrade Yu.V. Andropov said: “It 
is now especially important and necessary that each worker understand that 
fulfillment of the plan depends on his labor contribution, that everyone 
understand this simple truth properly, and that tne better we work the better 
we shall live..." 


The collegiums, party, trade union and Komsomol organizations, and all ministry, 
and industrial production association and enterprise and organization workers 
should constantly improve the style and methods of their activities and provide

One of the paramount tasks for party organizations and ministry collegiums 

is that in realization of measures aimed at the more intensive and better 
quality development of the industry in light of the decisions of the CPSU 
Central Committee November (1982) Plenum, the work capacity and personal 
responsibility of each workers should be enhanced for his own assignment.

SHORTCOMINGS IN FOOD INDUSTRY EQUIPMENT HIGHLIGHTED 
Moscow OBSHCHESTVENNOYE PITANIYA in Russian No 2, Feb 83 pp Z-3 
/®ditorial: “Increase the Effectiveness of the Equipment"/ 


[/Text/ At the November (1982) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee it was 
stressed that we possess large reserves in the national economy; and that these 
reserves must be sought in the acceleration of scientific and technical progress, 
and in extensive, rapid introduction into production cf the achievements of 
science, technology and progressive experience. 


Implementing the decisions of the party and the government, machine building for 
trade has been increasing the production rate for equipment from year to year. 

The range of goods is continually being renewed and expanded; quality is increas- 
ing; and completely new methods of mechanization and automation of the production 
processes are appearing. Next in line is massive introduction of electronics. And 
the day is not far off when a qualitatively new profession appears in the produc- 
tion sectors: the operator, who no longer will prepare food in the traditional 
concept of this process, but will merely control the equipment. 


In recent years there has been noticeable improvement in the activy of repair and 
installation combines as well, owing to strengthening their material-technical 
base, increasing the quality of work, improving organization for service, and the 
introduction of the new regulation on PPR [Scheduled Preventive Maintenance/. 


Along with the indisputable ach.evements of scientific and technical progress, 
there are still certain difficulties: certain types of equipment are not available 
in sufficient quantity if at all; the quality of machinery and equipment seldom 
meets the required standard; there is an acute shortage of spare parts; and repair 
work is not properly organized everywhere... 


The demand for spare parts can be reduced, if the machine builders would become 
more active in introducing innovations which would permit increasing the reliabil- 
ity and longevity of equipment components and parts. Today it is totally impos- 
sible to acquiesce in a situation where, because of breakdown of two-a-penny parts 
machinery goes to waste which costs hundreds and even thousands of rubles. For 
example, an enterprise receives a new boiler, and the tubular electric heating 
unit soon burns out. Replacing the unit is not possible, because the repairmen 
have no spares, and no one knows when they will appear. And what do they do in 
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such cases? Unfortunately, they usually throw out what is essentially new 
equipment and get another one. Both from a moral and from an economic point of 
‘iew tnis is, of course, unacceptable. 


metimes the repair and installation combines simply don't want to accept cer- 
tain kinds of equipment for servicing; in other words, the machinery will operate 
only until the first serious malfunction, and then tney treat it in the already 
well-known manner—they throw it out. The reason for this lies not only in the 
notorious lack of spare parts, but also in poor business organization; and lastly 
“ne reason lies in the fact that the work of the RMK /Repair-Installation Combine/ 
is not evaluated in direct correspondence with the level of technical condition 
of all the equipment operating within the combine’s zone of action. Some people 
are of the opinion that the machinery and the devices should be charged to the 
account of the RMK. In this case, the branch enterprises would become the lesees 
of this equipment. This idea is already being tried experimentally in Kirovakan 
(Armenia) and in Kherson (the Ukraine). 


According to the designers, there is not always sound basis for a requirement ‘or 
-ortain kinds of equipment. And they are absolutely right. The fact of the mat- 
‘er is, that many machines and devices can be used much more widely (after certain 
modifications and even without them) than is ervisaged in the documentation. In 
order to achieve this, one has to display native wit, creative imagination, and 

1 certain boldness. And of course, it is very useful to actively borrow tne 
ideas of the innovators, which have already been proven in practice. f[hus, they 
baye now begun to utilize bread-slicers rather extensively in the manufacture of 
noodles for home use; and in Mogilev~Podol'skiy (the Ukraine), they have adapted 
ar automatic cutlet machine to the production of curd fritters. Thanks to the 
indeviating search of the specialists, the assortment of goods produced in the 
:}Zh finfrared conveyer ovens/ has expanded significantly. 


Certain types of equipment, as was already noted, are either in short supply 

or simply cannot be obtained. The latter, incidentally, is often brought abdout 
by the fact that the machine-builders do not receive the required number of 
orders; therefore, it would not be fair to blame them for absolutely everything. 
One can also successfully make use of certain kinds of equipment in the sector, 
«nich is supplied by the enterprises of the food industry and the consumer coop- 
eratives. However, departmental barriers rise up here, and it is not always 
possible to overcome then. 


Let's take the following example: The Kep-400 electric convection oven, which 

is manufactured by the trade equipment plant of the Estonian republic consumer's 
cooperative, has earned an excellent reputation among the state trade enterprises 
as well, and specifically in Moscow and Pervoural'’sk. In terms of the amount of 
articles which can be processed at the same time, this oven replaces four bakery 
cabinets. Not to mention the fact, that processing of products in it takes place 
automatically, according to the parameters (time and temperature) which have been 
set. The device has other advantages as well. In principle, the KEP-400 can be 
used not only in the confectionary but also in culinary shops; however, its manu- 
facture is extremely limited owing to the small plant capacity; hence, the state 
trade organization manages to acquire only a few ovens per year, and that with 
difficulty. And here is a device, the increased manufacture of which is com- 
pietely justified. Obviously, another plant should be enlisted for this purpose. 
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Overall brancn rationalization presupposes not only introduction of powerful 
equipment like the 4EP-4+00, which was intended for very large centralized 
shops. We also have quite a few small enterprises—snack shops, bars and so 
on, where they need small machines, devices and auxiliary mechenisms which 
reduce the employes’ workload. We are talking about dishwashing machines, 
pancake griddles, sandwich-making machines, and so on. In recent years the 
designers and efficiency experts have created a number of applian;ces like this 
(a table-top pancake griddle, for example); however, they have not yet begun 
serial production of the mini-appliances. 


It must be said that the problem of small-scale mechanization is on the whole 
being solved very slowly; corroboration of which are the great many letters to 
the editor of this magazine, and speeches by participants in various seminars 
and meetingc. Workers in the branch are asking when on earth will the cook, 
the pastry chef or the waiter finally be supplied with the many kinds of 
appliances which can make their jobs easier. It would seem that those who are 
expected to solve this question should take a more responsible approach to the 
matter. 


it is not inappropriate to remember that the "Great possibilities,” as was 
noted at the 26th CPSU Congress, “Are opened up by improved utilization of pro- 
duction capacities, machinery, equipment and means of transportation”. It is 
no secret to anyone, that there would be much less demand for equipment if 
many of the workers would change their attitude toward it. Let's take a look 
at this problem from various angles: 


One of the republic ministries of trade had acquired ten sets of equipment 
which is used in organizing services similar to the Swedish “smorgasbord”. 
However, it turned out that in the entire republic there was only one restaurant 
where this equipment could be set up, and even there it was difficult. And now 
the crates with the costly equipment (imported to boo) lies there gathering 
dust, while in other places where it is actually needed they are waiting impa- 
tiently for it. Even when stored in a good warehouse for many years, the 
machinery becomes obsolete, and rusts. The stockroom at a cafeteria or restau- 
rant then becomes in actuality a cemetery for the so-called transient equip- 
ment. And an artificial shortage is created. Omly careful, economically-sound 
planning for furnishing equipment to an enterprise permits eliminating this 
type of mismanagement. 


Questions of technical supply should, it goes without saying, be solved only by 
competent people. When this is not the case, incidents such as the following 
might take place. The manager of one of the trusts, while signing documents 
for acquiring the "Effekt" line, noted that the trays for it cost more than 

the ordinary kind, and decided to “economise”, that is, he crossed out the 
point in question. They purchased the line but, naturally, could not put it 
into operation. Every worker must know his business thoroughly, and especially 


those who occupy a responsible position. 


Documentation by the enterprises of our branch will solve many problems; among 
these it will permit clarification of the universally objective, real needs in 
equipment, and to know precisely where, what and how long to operate. Today 
few possess such data. If, for example, the documentation “prompts” that the 
time nas come to change a single concrete slab, then one should not have to go 
out and get three. There's no sense to it. In other words, the data in the 


technical documentation are the starting point (along with other well-founded 
considerations) of planning for equipment supply. 
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is necessary to establish such economic conditions, that it would not be 
profitable for an organization or enterprise to have excess equipment; then 
documentation would have a great effect. 


imperfections in the design of certain equipment are a fact witn which, alas, 
noth the workers in our branch and the machine-builders themselves are well- 
acquainted. However, to this we must add the following: the equipment at the 
enterprises is quite frequently operated in an incompetent, uneconomical manner; 
as a result of which, it breaks down before its time or works poorly. Thus, in 
one of the cafeterias they contrived in the course of only a few months to turn 
a new potato peeler into material for the scrap pile. And this happened because 
they would dump the potatoes into it unwashed, covered with earth and stones, 
thereby grossly violating not only the rules for operating the machine, but also 
requirements for cleanliness. 


More tnan likely, in this cafetaria no one bore direct responsibility for the 
potato peeler. And after all, it is well known that personal responsibility for 
equipment is one of the most important conditions for correct, efficient oper- 
ation. Of course, it is not only necessary to assign a machine to a specific 
worker, but also to teach him the operating rules and safety procedures. Tech- 
ical illiteracy also leads to the situation where the full potential capabil- 
ities of tne equipment is sometimes not utilized. For example, we have to 
observe the following scene: a general-purpose mechanism stands in the kitchen 
but the cooks keep slicing vegetables by hand. It turns out that they are not 
aware of the existence of a number of changeable devices for this mechanisn, 
although the enterprises has them on hand. The majority of our workers are 
women. Whereas men are, so to speak naturally inclined to mechanics, the 
"weaker sex” has a different attitude toward it, and sometimes is even rather 
afraid of it; therefore, during technical training of the women workers, this 
factor must not be cast aside. 


The first stage of introduction of industrial methods of preparing food, which 
is developing right now, showed that the use of modern serial production equip- 
ment provides a very, very tangible result. One may even speak of objective 
changes with respect to equipment, for it has become the decisive factor in 
industrialization: a brilliant example of which is Pervoural'sk. Centraliza- 
tion of production permits sharply curtailing the total number of machinery 

and appliances, and greatly increasing their coefficient of use. Concentration 
of equipment in primary collection centers also permits significantly improving 
its operation and technical servicing, since these enterprises employ much 
better-trained workers, and even the repairmen do not have to “scatter”. 


jhereas in the traditional cafeteria, incase a machine breaks down one can for 
example peel potatoes or slice noodles by hand; for the center such a breakdown 
is a serious incident, which threatens to disrupt timely delivery of the pro- 
ducts. From this it follows, that keeping the equipment in top working condi- 
tion—which is the result of intelligent operation, careful management and 
repair—is a permanent requirement, and the guarantee of successful operation 
when production methods are used. One must bear this in mind constantly. 


In addition to vegetable-slicing and dough-mixing machinery, there are other 
achievements of scientific and technical progress, which are capable of lighten- 
ing the workload of the employes. For example, in certain cities in the country 
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waiters, bartenders and refreshment bar workers have been supplied with mini 
calculators, with the nelp of which they can quickly and accurately settle the 
account with the guests, total up the receipts and so forth. Native industry 
is producing calculators in a sufficient amount, that supplying them is not very 
complicated. This permits raising the standard of service to the Soviet people 
to a certain degree, and to avoid many miscalculations and disruptions. 
Cleaning the production and trade accommolations is not among the easiest of 
occupations. Machinery is capable «f helping here also. Unfortunately, the 
range of equipment is for the time being not very broad. There are for ex- 
ample, no small general-purpose cleaning machines. However, even those that 
exist are not always used. It happens, that cleaning women, armed with the 
traditional mops, jauntily “measure off" tens and hundreds of square meters, 
bet at the same time, a floor-washing machine in top condition gathers dust 
somewhere off in a corner... 


Socialist competition, and its basic levers, moral and material stimuli, must 
play a leading role in improving the use of equipment. This is especially 
important right now, when the main direction of development of the branch has 
become over-all rationalization, based on broad introduction of industrial 
methods for producing food, and the mechanization of subsidiary processes. 

in short, there is definitely something to think about hore.

STRONG EXHORTATION TO HUSBAND BREAD BY REMESLO 
Moscow SEL"SKAYA ZHIZN" in Russian 24 Feb 83 pp 1, 2 


[Article by Academician and Twice-decorated Hero of Socialist Labor, 
Vasiliy Nikolaevich Remeslo: "A Word About Bread"™] 


[Text] A soldier's field shirt from the war years is kept 
among the many exhibits at the Bread Museum in Kiev. Faded 
and burned by salt from the difficult journeys at the front, 
it is not just a momento of that time, but a living, burning 
page from the life of a man who is now known throughout the 
world. Twice-decorated Hero of Socialist Labor and winner 
of the Lenin Prize, Academician Vasiliy Nikolayevich Remeslo, 
who was at that time an unknown plant breeder, wore it home 
from the front, carrying throughout the entire war a handful 
of truly golden grain--elite seeds which are the origin of 
the famous Mircnovsky wheat. 


Today, at the request of SEL'SKAYA ZHIZN', this scientist 
comments on letters to the editor concerning bread. 


It seems that so much has been written about bread that there is nothing to 
add. But I hold your letters here in my hands, dear friends, worrying along 
with you; I read them and I think that this subject is apparently as eternal 
as bread itself. Although we say that man does not live by bread alone, 

our entire life is essentially connected to it in one way or another. 

The prominent Russian scholar K. A. Timiryazev called a round of well-baked 
bread one of the greatest inventions of the human mind, one of those 
discoveries which the latest scientific research mvst only support and 
elaborate upon. 


Bread and life: these concepts have always stood side by side. Let us 
remember how V. I. Lenin persuaded the St. Petersburg laborers in May of 1918: 
either develop a broad-scule campaign or lose the revolution. "At a time like 
this," he wrote, “and this is always true for a purely communistic society-- 
each pood of bread and fuel is a truly sacred object." 


Let us remember those who fell at the foul hands of profitee.'s and kulaks, 
extortionists and bribetakers during the Civil War and collectivization-- 
for bread for the starving. 
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Let us remember the blockade of Leningrad and those thousands who died for 
lack of bread. 


But let us also remember something else--in this same blockaded hungry city, 
plant breeders saved the seeds of bread grain for the future, for you and 
for me. Just think--they died of hunger while saving the bread. Is this 
not the highest example of human spirit and duty? 


In the center of the Velikaya Lepetikha settlement in Kherson Oblast near 
the communal grave of those who laid down their lives in the Great Patriotic 
War, workers of the Kolkhoz imeni XXII S'yezda KPSS erected a solaier's 
monument to their chairman, Leonid Anatol'yevich Osnovikov. He died while 
saving a wheat field from fire. Is this not symbclic--a field of battle 

and a field of wheat, paid for in lives? 


No, even today these words are side by side: bread and life. I am in 
agreement with veteran of labor P. Ul'khiniy from Bryansk Oblast, I. Kur .sakova 
from Leningrad, V. Akimoviy froa Kuybyshev Oblast, P. Lapa from Primor'ye anc 
many others who speak of how people must cultivate from childhood a respectful 
and careful attitude toward bread, as though it were priceless wealth, 
embodying the prosperity and power of the government. 


Yes, in our country much has been done and is being done so that the 
collective cornfields might give generous and stable yields. It is not 
uncommon for not only farms, but rayons, even oblasts to each collect 35-40 
and more quintals of wheat and 50-75 quintals of corn. Daily bread--this is 
the substantiated labor of plowmen, breeders, designers, workers in the 
machine-building industry, land reclamation specialists, chemists, 
transportation workers, bakers, commerce workers. This nationwide concerr 
for the fields also has given us the great opportunity to eat bread with no 
thought for tomorrow. This daily availability however, has made many of us 
careless, and sometimes just plain wasteful. Indeed, already the grain is 
not being harvested and is wasted and fed to the cattle. I am not even 
talking about the stale “heels” and uneaten slices left behind in each 
family, at every meal, in every dining room. 


Here is a letter from the Pichayevskiy Rayon, Tambovsk Oblast: "They brought 
seeds and fodder grain to the Vernadovskiy receiving center and put it into 
storage--right into the bog." A group of workers from the Oshminskiy Sovkhoz 
in Gorkiy Oblast have written about the scandalous fact of wastefulness there. 
"By order of the director, Yu. V. Durnev, the combine operators poured the 
grain right ovt on the ground in the field. Thirty tons of it rotted there. 
We reported wist had happened to the rayon. A committee arrived, verified 
the facts an’ corroborated them. They said that the guilty parties would be 
held accoun’ able, but the director forced hic subordinates to create documents 
as though the grain had been taken to the mill, ground up, and fed to the 
cattle. And cattie cannot talk. And that was the end of that." 


I confess that it is painful to read these letters and others like them. 
Even if these are isolated facts they must be discussed openly and the 
individual guilty parties must stand before the law that they broke and 








repay the damage that they have done to scciety, to you and to me. In this 
connection, however, the following should be noted: Many letter writers 
ascribe all grilt exclusively to the managers--the kolkhoz chairman, 

the sovkhoz director, or some third party, when reporting facts to the editor 
concerning wastefulness. Ali right, this is natural. Actually, wastefulness 
fluorishes most often when there is no one actually in charge, but it is sure 
to exist when a laborer leaves his conscience at home when he goes to work. 


A group of kolkhozniks from the Kolkhoz imeni Kirov in Lyubenskiy Rayon, 
Minsk Oblast writes, for example: “We are ashamed to look our children in 
the eye, knowing that our work 1s not necessary to anyone...Potatoes, beets, 
carrots--buried in the earth--the flax also lies unharvested. Can this 


really be?” 


No, such wastefulness cannot be allowed under any circumstances. Also, 

| believe that you are ashamed to look your children in the eye. The only 
thing I do not agree with is that no one needs your labor. You know that 

both your labor and its fruits are necessary to society, and to you personally 
so that you might live. But to whom are you howling, you the masters of the 
land that you work on? Do you really think that someone will come from 
Moscow and that all of your imperfections will be er*sed? Why did you allow 
the potato, the beets and the carrot that were raised by vour own hands to 

be buried in the soil, and the flax to lie unharvested? Excust my abruptness, 
but such things cannot be written by the real workers, but by outside 
observers. 


Ya. M. Tsar'kov from the Kolkhoz “Put' Il'icha” in Breytovskiy Rayon, 
Yaroslavk Oblast writes: "Half a month ago already our president, R. V. 
Voronova reported to the rayon that grain harvesting was over and that 

every last kernel had been gathered in. We go past the fields every day 

and see that more than a hectare of oats has remained untouched. Rain-soaked, 
it awaits the frosts, and 150 quintals of grain all in a heap is trampled by 
the calves of the kolkhoz. The guilty parties should be severely punished 

for such a barbaric attitude.” 


fhe conclusion is correct: they allowed a product to spoil, you answer. 

jut who in particular is guilty? Who did not mow the oats? Who dumped the 
srain under the hooves of the cattle? People did this; they have names. 

And there must be responsibility, a worker's conscience in the end. Indeed, 
Chairman R. V. Voronova could have overlooked that hectare of oats. But you 
and your colleagues, respected Comrade Tsar‘kov, why are you passing by the 
unmowed field? Why are you going past and not stopping and harvesting it? 
Indeed, correcting faults is more difficult than pointing them out. It is 
really necessary in this case to talk not only about what shouldn't be done, 
but first of all to discuss what should be done. Also it is even better to 
do this without extraneous words. 


There is one more category of letters. Comrade Mikheyev from the village 
of Razdol'noye, Novoaleksandrovskiy Rayon, Stavropol Kray, reports on the 
fact that in 1981 he and his family harvested 1,700 kilograms of corn after 
the combines had finished, feeding three pigs; they kept one for themselves 
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and gave two to the government. In another field the family harvested 

400 kilograms of sunflowers and gave a iarge part of the seeds to the 
government. Commenting on this, the author complains that last year in the 
rayon they decided to "struggle to keep the yield intact, and fined everyone 
who harvested the product left in the kolkhoz fields and took away their 
personal transportation. Why do they consider us plunderers in the kolkhoz 
field?" 


A letter from 0. Utkova from the city of Torez in Donetsk Oblast tells the 
same story: Two tractors were replowing a field where barley was left here 
and there. An elderly man was hastily picking up the ears that were left. 
The machine approached and a militiaman got out, then two more, and they 
rudely lectured the man and took his bags away and left, threatening to 
punish him. We puzzled for a long time as to why plowing the grain under 
was not a crime and the collection of ears was equated with plundering the 
public good." 


Candidly speaking, such letters arouse contradictory feelings, and this is 
why. 


To plow under grain or ears--this is really a crime. Waste in the field is 
our common less, and unfortunately at present this loss is great. Grain 
and other harvesting combines obtained by the city are still not perfect. 

A considerable part of the yield “escapes” because of factory imperfections. 
And I am in agreement with those readers who ask the machine builders: 

"How much can you say about the same thing?" 


But this is one side of the coin, so to speak. The second is the waste 
itself. Some ears or corncobs have been left behind. They have been left 
behind, therefore they must be harvested in an organized manner. In the 
Kolkhoz imeni Lenin in Matveyevo-Kuranskiy Rayon, Rostov Oblast, for 
example, the fields were cleared as follows: The people were picked up, 
given transportation, and a condition was given--half of the corn picked 

up went to the kolkhoz, half to themselves. "And everyone was satisfied," 
writes M. Semenova from the village of Ryasnoe. Doesn't this make more 
sense than the injured voices: "We are not allowed to pick up what is left 
behind of the harvest that would go to waste anyway; they call us thieves, 
although our efforts are not just for ourselves," etc. I have come across 
zealous defenders of the popular interests more than once. But invite them 
in to clean the fields like this and you won't find them--they'!l be hiding 


in the bushes. 


Moreover, in response to writers of letters such as this, I once again 
repeat the words of V. I. Lenin: each pood of bread and fuel is a true 
sacred object. This is always true, regardless of how far we may have come 
in our movement. Genuine concern, the citizen's conscience, does not 
tolerate any wastefulness, particularly public. Indeed, it is not our 
houses and homesteads that make us rich and strong, but it is our public 
strength, our single great home--our native land. 
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Wastefulness has many faces, but we agree that there are conditions that 
can cause it. One of these conditions in regard to the waste of bread is 
poor quality. Often bread is raw, unbaked. Hospital workers from Verkhniy 
Balyklya, Volgograd Oblast, write in particular about this. A number of 
letters contain complaints about irregular delivery of bread, rolls and 
buns to the village stores, thereby making it necessary for people to take 
some "in reserve” each time. It seems to me that no interruption in the 
bread supply to the population can be in any way justified, and must be 
considered an extraordinary incident, with all attendant consequences for 
the individual guilty parties. As for the quality of the products, it 
appears that energetic consumer cooperation measures are necessary in a 
system where nearly 10,000 bread baking plants supply more than a third of 
all bread in the country and service 200,000 village stores. 


[In recent years, when discussing a careful attitude toward bread, so many 
propositions have been discussed, including the creation of an organization 
similar to "Vtorchermet" [State trust for the procurement and processing of 
secondary ferrous metals], a "Vtorkhleb”" system that would deal with 
controlling bread. It appears to me that this can be done so that this 
waste does not occur. Here is one letter with which I completely and 
utterly agree. 


"We correctly value bread more than gold,” writes Odessite L. Kirklyuk, 
but no one squanders gold, whereas with bread this occurs frequently. 

In my opinion, this occurs primarily because the priceless nature of the 
food product is literally guaranteed. I propose price regulation for bread 
products. When bread is assigned an actual value, it won't be used to feed 
the cattle. It won't be squandered, and when it is bought enough will be 


bought to supply a family for a day." 


ln concluding the discussion, so to speak, on the everyday moral aspect of 
the bread question, I cannot help but stop at ore production aspect of a 
subject that has been touched upon, in which the first part, i.e., what we 
talked about, seems to be only the tip of the iceberg, whereas the large 
important part more often than not escapes our attention. Up until recently, 
when reporting on the realization of the grain-collecting plan, it was 
emphasized without fail that 70 and later 90 percent of the wheat--the basic 
‘vod crop--was given to the government. In other words, more of the grain 
supply was collected than was necessary to feed the population of our country 
and have the necessary reserve. Of course, what was left over went to the 


farms. 


[t has been said more frequently in recent years that to feed wheat to cattle 
is not economically sound, that it is necessary to drastically improve the 
production of feed grain. Everyone argues this need, but the structure of 
the grain field (in any case near us in the Ukraine) remains practically 
unchanged. Of late in a number of places an unjustified curtailment in the 
sowing of rye, barley, corn and groats has been tolerated. As a result, 

crop rotations have been disrupted, the crops under the grain have 
deteriorated, conditions have been created for an increase in pests and 
disease. All of this together necessitated an annual replanting of 
approximately a fifth of the winter crops. 
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This is why I support the suggestions made in a letter to the editor by 
candidate of biological sciences A. A. Dusheyko, associate of the Biochemistry 
Institute imeni A. V. Palladina, Academy of Science, USSR. The author of this 
letter correctly mentions that in some places the solution to the grain 
problem is out of touch with the needs of livestock breeding. 


“The principles of the planning itself must be changed to make the structure 
of the crop areas correspond to the growing demands of livestock products” 
urges A. A. Dusheyko. “And this can and must be done only on the basis of 
considering the balance between the macro- and micro-needs of the animals 

and the macro- and micro- composition of the feed. An optimum balance such 
as this can be attained by judiciously changing the structure of the 
plantings. Everything will then be in its place. There will be more 

fodder, leguminous and perennial grasses, which will give high-grade rations 
to the animals and nitrogen to the soil. The animals will give man a product 
according to plan, and the necessary organic material to the fields." 


As far as I know, A. A. Dusheyko has been propagandizing this idea of balance 
for 10 years now. No one openly opposes it, but in fact no one is supporting 
it. And what a pity! By taking another look at the structure of the fields 
we would simultaneously create better conditions for the production of food 
grains, for the cultivation of strong valuable wheat, rye and groats crops. 


Time has brought many changes to the peasant field and to peasant work. 
But who would take it upon himself to dispute the old popular truth that 
bread is everyone's master. Remember in the story of Mikhail Alekseyev, 
"Bread is a noun," Uncle Kaplya, a peasant by birth and by vocation who 
guarded the kolkhoz granaries by night, considered this his mission no 
matter what, a public and most crucial mission. In speaking to his nephew 
he says: "My project is the most important--bread. What could be more 
important than bread. Bread is a noun. Thug, we all exist because we eat 
our daily bread...Bread is a noun, and all of the other products are 


adjectives." 


Yes, even today bread is everyone's master. Let us always try, therefore, 
at all times and at all levels to treat it as the master in every family.

PROBLEMS IN OBTAINING SPARE PARTS NOTED

[Text] Materials on shortcomings in supplying repair and 
trade enterprises with svare parts for household machines 
and appliances were published in PRAVDA more than once. 
However, no noticeable improvement has been made in this 
work. Proof of this are the letters being received by the 
editorial office about repair mishaps of owners of refrig- 
erators, vacuum cleaners and washing machines. 


The newlyweds were pleased with the gift: a "Tayfun”" vacuum cleaner, which 
conscientiously fulfilled its functions as prescribed in the instructions. 

But soon the plastic tube of the hose to which extensions are attac hed broke 
off. The warranty workshop kept the hose for nearly 2 months while waiting for 
the required spare part from the plant. The owners of the vacuum cleaner tried 
to find the necessary hose in stores but it was not available and the ones from 
other vacuum cleaners did not fit "Tayfun." Upon expiration of the warranty 
period, workshop No 20 of the Mosgorrembyttekhnika [not further identified] 
issued a vacuum replacement certificate. However, there were no "Tayfuns" 

in the store and the reimbursement was made in cash. The result: the people 
were left without a necessary household appliance, and the comparatively new 
machine in good repair had to be returned to the plant. 


Public service enterprises receive spare parts for warranty repairs directly 
from manufacturing plants on payment through republic gossnabs in accordance 
with the funds that are allocated by the USSR Gossnab. It seems that everything 
was provided for. Nevertheless, on the average every tenth claim for refriger- 
ator repairs is not completed promptly because there is a shortage of spare 
parts. The sitution with repairs that are paid for is even worse. What is the 


reason? 


Repair workers can blame themselves to a great extent. In agreements with plants 
they do not always clearly specify how many and what kind of parts and units they 
require. The accounting of available supply of spare parts has not been orga- 


nized well enough everywhere. 

















Nevertheless, manufacturers of household appliances are the principal culprits 
of the shortage. Production of appliances is scattered. More than 20 minis- 
tries and nearly 350 plants, which turn out more than 180 different kind of 
articles, are engaged in their production. Under such conditions everything 
depends on precise planning of spare parts production and clear-cut supply 
discipline. Unfortunately, there are neither one nor the other. 


The real spare parts requirements are not being taken into consideration. Ac- 
cording to an established "tradition" in the Main Administration of Machine 
Building Products for Public and Domestic Use [Soyuzglavkommash] and the Admin- 
istration for Supplying Products for Public and Domestic Use of the USSR Gossnab, 
local orders are regarded as excessive and are automatically cut by 20, 30 or 
even more percent. For example, the RSFSR Gossnab's orders last year for cooling 
units for “Polyus" and "Sviyaga” refrigeratros were satisfied by only 60.5 


percent. 


Actually the plan for production of spare parts and units is determined on the 
basis of the level achieved in a previous year as well as on the basis of their 
production norms, which are established not by public services but by the minis- 
tries producing household equipment. Here is what happens as a result of this. 
The USSR Gossnab failed to take into consideration that the number of orders 

for refrigerator repairs which require payment has increased by almost one-third 
in 1981, mainly as a result of expanding services to the rural population. As 

a result, it obviously did not request enough funds for spare parts in its 
application to the USSR Gosplan for 1982. The same story was repeated in 
drawing the application for 1983. 


Let us now talk about norms. They are based on production of proper quality. 
However, many enterprises continue supplying the trade network with a large 
quantity of articles which fail to work for the entire warranted period. Sub- 
standard production of plants often amounts to one-fourth, a third or even 

half of sold equipment. The situation with spare parts is no better. One would 
expect that this should cause alarm in ministries having such a plant under 
their jurisdiction. But they pretend that nothing is wrong there. 


The story of the Bakinskiy Elektrobytpribor Production Association, which pro- 
duces “Apsheron" refrigerators, is typical. Nearly one half of all appliances 
of this brand purchased by buyers failed to work for the entire warranted period. 
There were many buyer complaints about the quality of "Apsheron"” and newspapers 
wrote about this. The Ministry of Machine Building for Light and Food Industry 
and Household Appliances, which has jurisdiction over the enterprise, adopted 
peculiar "measures"--changed the name of the product: "Baky," "Kaspiy," 
“Apsheron.” Two years ago it was able to secure the awarding of the state mark 
of quality to the inferior refrigerator. However, demand for it continued to 
drop. The decision to certify "Apsheron” as a product of high category of 
quality was annulled as being groundless and production of the refrigerator was 
suspended for the purpose of adopting special measures. 


Stress on “production volume” continues to rule in planning and production of 
spare parts for such equipment. The plant only has to produce a certain amount 
of units and spare parts to fulfill its task. So they"rush" everything that 
is profitable and not that which is called for in agreements with repair and 
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trade enterprises. The plants receive bonuses with a clear conscience at a 

time when looking for needed spare parts is like searching for a needle in a 
haystack. A characteristic example was described to me in the specialized spare 
parts store No 36 of the Moselektrobyttorg [not further identified]. Some time 
ago, it received 31 cases of long-awaited spare parts from the Podol'skiy 
Machinery Plant, which produces sewing machines. Fifteen of the cases were filled 
with... screwdrivers. The owners of machines have been hunting for a long time 
for shuttles, bobbins and claws. 


Whenever this matter is raised in the Ministry of Machine Building for Light 
and Food Industry and Household Appliances or in the USSR Gosplan, they refer 
to the existence of penalties for violating the products list for deliveries. 
However, these penalties are collected from enterprises, i.e. from the state's 
pocket. Moreover, they are no more than a mosquito bite as far as the plants 
are concerned: the relative share of spare parts in overall production, for 
example, of vacuum cleaners in the Ministry of Machine Building for Light and 
Food Industry and Household Appliances amounts to 0.8 percent but only 2 per- 
cent of the value of spare parts not received by the client are collected for 
violating the products list for deliveries. 


It seems correct to consider the spare parts production plan fulfilled only 
when all spare parts are produced in accordance with the products list provided 
for in the agreement. Specific persons must bear the financial responsibility 


for frustrating the plan. 


If plants had supplied spare parts to public services on time, the question of 
household appliances repair would not have become so acute. However, the 
delivery periods are being systematically violated. For example, semiannual 
funds of Novosibirsk Oblast for spare parts for the "Sibir'” washing machine, 
which is widely used in the area, were realized by only 43.2 percent during the 
first 5 months of last year. The penalties for frustrating delivery periods 
have not been effective and require revision. 


There is another problem. Industrial enterprises must supply spare parts for 
an article for a minimum of 10 years after its production is suspended. But 

this requirement is not being observed in practice at all. The “Mir” refrig- 
erator, for example, was removed from production in 1978 but there are already 


no spare parts produced for it now. 


It is also necessary to dwell on the problems of unification. Units and compo- 
nents of many articles of the same type are not interchangeable. Although in 
1974 the USS® Council of Ministers assigned the Ministry of Machine Building 
for Light and Food Industry and Household Appliances to conduct corresponding 
work so as to ensure as of 1977 the production of household machines and 
appliances, as a rule, on the basis of unified units and components. But the 
assignment was not fulfilled on time. The so-called parametric series--per- 
missible sizes of basic parts for articles of the same type--were confirmed 
only last year. It is planned to complete unification during... the next 


five-year plan. 














Everyone, with whom I discussed the problem of spare parts for household 
appliances, agrees: a difficult situation has developed. They immediately 

tried to shift the blame for this on others. At the Ministry of Machine 

Building for Light and Food Industry and Household Appliances I was assured 

that, supposedly, without instructions from the USSR Gosplan they cannot make 

the required corrections in production. But at the Gosplan I was told that it 

is the ministry's prerogative. Moreover, over there they completely confide in 
the USSR Gossnab which on this basis confirms their application for spare parts 
funds without making any particular changes. In its turn, the Gossnab alleges 
that the ministries, which produce household appliances, dictate their conditions 
as regards the volume of production of spare parts. There is a saying among the 
people about such a situation: “Ivan Puts the Blame on Peter.” It is necessary 
to clearly determine the responsibility of each of these units for the production 
of spare parts for household appliances. 


Specialists propose that constant reserves of sets of machinery, units and 
componnents needed for warranty repairs be established at repair bases. However, 
implementation of this good proposal is hampered by the argument between the 
RSFSR Ministry of Consumer Services and the Ministry of Machine Building for 
Light and Food Industry and Household Appliances as at whose expense will 

these reserves be initially established. Apparently the plants should do this 
because producers must bear full responsibility for warranty repairs and con- 
tinued production. 


The difficulties that are being experienced today by people in repairing these 
appliances can be eliminated only through the efforts of all departments which 
are involved in production of household appliances.

OFFICIALS ON ALTERATIONS IN SERVICE SCHEDULES

[Text] In order to further improve services to the public and redvcc work time 
losses the USSR Council of Ministers had committed the councils of ministers of 
union and autonomous republics, the ispolkoms of oblast and kray soviets of 
people's deputies, and a number of ministries and departments to take practi- 
cal steps in the first quarter of 1983 to bring about proper order in the op- 
eration of enterprises, organizations and institutions engaged in serving the 


public. 





A correspondent of VYSHKA called upon key officials of certain ministries in 
the republic to tell about how the work of their subordinate enterprises, or- 
ganizations and institutions is being revamped in the light of the decree of 
the USSR Council of Ministers. Their answers follow. 


Response by A. G. Mamedzade 


In compliance with the decree adopted by the USSR Council of Ministers we have 
issued an instruction to key officials of rayon and city consumer service ad- 
ministrations to join trade union organizations in introducing more convenient 
schedules in establishments serving the public. 


It should be said that after the 1978 adoption of the decree of the Azerbaijan 
CP Central Committee and AzSSR Council of Ministers entitled "On Measures To 
Improve the Material and Technical Base of the AzSSR Ministry of Consumer Ser- 
vices" a definite effort was made in the republic to improve consumer service. 
During this period the network of consumer service enterprises has increased 
by more than 1,060 establishments--workshops, salons and workrooms, and now 
numbers 8,618 enterprises, and the republic's population is now being rendered 
more than 600 types of services. 


This January, after publication of the decree of the USSR Council of Ministers, 
about 680 more establishments were put on a 1.5- or 2-shift sliding schedule. 
This work is now continuing. 
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Tne final conversion to the new operating schedule will be completed on 
20 February of this year. 


in accordance with the plan which has been drafted, a network of collection 
points is at the same time to be turther developed at the republic's enter- 
prises, construction sites and sovkhozes for footwear, clothing, laundry and 
dry cleaning. Steps are being taken to make the managers of structural subdi- 
visions, shops, workrooms and workshops more accountable for strict observance 
of work discipline, for departures from the schedule assigned to consumer ser- 
vice establishments, and for a closer check on workmanship and customer ser- 
vice. There are also plans to introduce optimum schemes for the location of 
various workshops, workrooms, collection points and re.tal stations in worker 
rayons of cities and other settlements. 


Response by Z. G. Kasumova 


[t must be said that at the present time a sizable number of the republic's 
outpatient and polyclinic institutions are operating on only | or 1.5 shifts 
and are closing between 1500 and 1900 hours. It is clear that under those 
conditions people have to visit them mainly during working hours. 


In accordance with the decree of the USSR Council of Ministers, an order of 
the republic's health ministry issued 20 January of this year proposed to di- 
rectors of medical institutions, large and small pharmacies and optical stores 
that they revise their schedules and make provision, beginning 1 February of 
this year, to receive the public daily in medical institutions in two shifts, 
closing at 2000 hours. 


We are encountering a number of problems and difficulties in connection with 
the transition to the new schedule. For example, in rayon hospitals the orga- 
nization chart calls for only one specialist in each of the narrowly defined 
disciplines--optometrist, neuropathologist, surgeon and otolaryngologist. We 
accordingly recommend that their work be organized either in the morning or 
the evening hours with a long break or alternately--one day in the morning, 
the next in the evening. 


Response by V. K. Guseynov 


Je began to revamp the operation of trade enterprises according to the new 
schedule by holding a large conference in which responsible trade officials of 
cities and rayons in the republic participated in order to make each of them 
familiar with the decree of the USSR Council of Ministers. Attention was paid 
‘t the conference to the need to strengthen the work discipline of trade per- 
onnel, to meet higher standards of customer service, to introduce new types 

f trade--self-service, trade based on orders in advance and home delivery, 
‘bove all to disabled persons and war veterans, recipients of "personal" pen- 
sions, party and labor veterans, expanded trade based on visits to enterprises, 
1s well as opening up within enterprises new stores for selling industrially 
manufactured goods and foodstuffs, stores selling food partially prepared by 
dining rooms so that people do not lose time waiting in line even after a 
lay's work. 








The ministry's collegium has recommended that stores selling industrially man- 
ufactured goods be converted to a schedule whereby they would open an hour 
early and close an hour later. Large department stores such as the “Moskva” 
and “Baky" central department stores will open, as in the past, at 1000 hours, 
but they will close | hour later--at 2100 hours. They had already made the 
transition to an overlapping schedule with no meal break. 


The hours of stores specialized in selling a particular group of goods: for 
children, for the household, radio equipment, household electrical appliances, 
and consignment stores--have been adjusted by | hour. Whereas previously 

they opened at 0900 hours and closed at 1900 hours, they will now open at 1100 
hours and close at 2000 hours. The requirement that the new schedules be 
cleared with executive committees of local soviets of worker deputies has been 


recommended. 


Some trade enterprises, in particular those in Sumgait, have been converted to 
hours with a 2- and 3-hour break. With that schedule they open at the same 
time as before, but the stores close an hour or two later. 


The network of off-hour food stores is being revised. New ones are being 
opened in those rayons and worker settlements lacking them. Some food stores 
are. being put on 1.5-shift operation. 


Comment of the Editors 


It is evident from the interviews with key officials of a number of ministries 
in the service sector published above that much has already been done and is 
continuing to be done in these branches to improve the organization of work of 
these enterprises, organizations and institutions and to convert them to the 
new schedule. We have also been informed by the republic's Ministry of Educa- 
tion that public education departments have been instructed to go on a new 
schedule for kindergartens and day nurseries in agreement with executive com- 
mittees of local soviets. They will open, as in the past, but they will close 
at 2200 hours. The hours spent there by pupils in grades 1 through 3 who are 
members of the extended-day group in schools have been increased by 2 hours-- 


to 1900 hours. 


At the same time the editors have received notices and letters from workers 
indicating that in a number of cases the shift of enterprises in the service 
sector to the new schedule is a formality and does not take into account the 
real needs of the public. For instance, as of 20 January a number of book 
stores adjusted their closing time by only | hour--from 1800 to 1900 hours, 
which does not afford much convenience to most of the working population. The 
need for the comprehensive approach to conversion of various enterprises in 
the service sphere to the new schedule is not being taken into account every- 
where, nor are the specific features of the individual worker rayons.

\OUSING REPAIR SYSTEM NEEDS OVERHAUL

After answering the next call, Yuriy Gera- 
imovich nods at me and hands over the receiver: “Have a listen,” says he. 


vn excited female voice is heard: “This is Vasilenko from building No. 77, on 
.rov St. I want to thank your electrician, Matveyev. I'd just caught sight 

or him, and asked him to fix the outlets and switches. He did everything 
uickly, and without a work order. Thanks!” 


o tell the truth, after that call the office became pleasantly cheerful. And 
“inayev, who had been complaining before that about the difficulties of sunici- 
\1 services, began to talk warmly about the electrician and other workers; 

. Matveyev has been working in the housing office for almost six years; effic- 
it, responsible and courteous, he knows his business well. Zh. Kasimov, the 
lumber, has only three years on the job, but he has earned the respect of many 
enan's as an honest and dependable worker. And people always speak respect- 
‘ully of V. Kravtsova, the passport clerk. She provides information accurately 
sad quickly, helps people to complete their documents, ard always provides the 
iocuments for signing-out and signing-in when promised. 


uch people," Minayev concludes, “Raise the prestige of our entire service, 
save people time, and put them in a good mood.” 


here are other positive aspects in the work of the housing administration as 
well. For example, the residents have given high marks to the system which the 
“ea doctor has organized fox receiving patients here. It's the second year .: 











tne system has been in practice. The office contains everything necessary to 
treat a person who has become ill; or for rendering first aid; and medical cer- 
tificates are written out as well. Thus, it is not necessary to travel to the 
polyclinic every time—which, incidentally, is not at all nearby. 


Unfortunately, this form of service to the population has not taken root in the 
city’s other housing management offices. It would seem that the gorispolkom and 
the city housing administration should be more persistent in spreading this 
initiative. 


The Aktyubinsk municipal services organization has taken an important step with 
respect to reorganizing the schedule for receiving callers. All the housing 
management offices have been open for business on Saturday for the second year 
already. Now a person can come in on his day off for any problem, and take care 
of his affairs or receive the appropriate advice. 


Such a practice permits economizing the people's working hours, and in addition 
makes it possible for them to try to solve problems which have sprung up, in 
‘more orderly circumstances. And the municipal employees, instead of taking off 
on Saturdays and Sundays, have their days off during the week; on these days 
there is only an orderly on duty in the housing management offices. 


And nevertheless, these accomplishments are still not solving the problem. if 
one thoroughly analyzes the complaints which come in to the party and soviet 
organs, and to the newspaper editors, one finds that the majority of them per- 
tain to the housing and municipal services organizations. What is the reason 
for this? 


In that very same Housing Management Office No. 4, that morning there lay on 

the chief's desk a complaint from resident Kh. Akchurin, which had been received 
on the 18th of January. It dealt with a request to install frames and repair 
the windows at the entrance to the building, stressing that he had a'ready 
spoken of this several times before. 


“What are you going to do?” I asked Minayev. 


"I don't know,” he replied frankly. "One of my carpenters quit his job, and the 
other is in the hospital, so there's hardly anything one can do in the near 


future.” 


Thus, one of the reasons for the work shortfall is lack of personnel. Out of 
the 84 persons authorized on the staff of the housing management office, there 
are only 59 assigned. Moreover, there aren't enough people in the skills most 
needed. For example, there are only five metal workers, although there are 
supposed to be 17. And there aren’t enough yardmen, cleaning women, and so on. 


The second reason is the shortage of materials. Last year, for example, instead 
of the three tons of paint required for repainting the buildings, the housing 
management office received only 360 kg. And the situation is just the same with 
other materials, with tools, or with work clothes. 








laturally, working in such conditions dampens the people's ardour; the moreso, 
.ince an excuse can always be found; there are no materials, or not enough 


versonnel. 
jut how will these problems be solved in the city? 


Tne Chief of the City Housing Administration, K. Iskakov, says that first of all 
he repair system itself will be changed. It is planned to combine various 
ervices into a special department. The integrated work crews established here 
#ill be occupied with preventive maintenance and repair of building equipment 
overall, from plumbers to electricians. The quality of their work and the cor- 
responding material incentives will be established in accordance with the rate 
of decline in the percentage of repair orders made by the tenants. That is, pre- 
ventive maintenance of engineering equipment will be given first priority. 


‘here are also plans to create central workshops for restoring plumbing and other 
equipment. At the Geotekhnika, Aktyubinsksel *mash and other plants, it has been 
decided to take orders for manufacture of equipment which is in short supply, and 


especially fittings for locks. 

“he personnel shortage will be partially alleviated by hiring retired persons. 
And there are plans to establish volunteer work crews for building repairs from 
‘ne retirees. 


“hus, the Aktyubinsk housing organs have made a beginning in reorganization of 


heir work, in accordance with the requirements put forth in the decree of the 
SSR Council of Ministers for the service sector. But it is important that it 
.e carried out thoroughly, and more completely, to better satisfy the needs of 


ne citizens.

QUESTIONS ON VETERANS’ BENEFITS ANSWERED 
Moscow SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA in Russian 1 Mar 83 p 4 


[Article under the caveat "Your Advisor", M.A. Shapkin, RSFSR deputy minister 
of Justice, replies to readers’ questions: "On Veterans’ Benefits" 


[Text] (Question M.A. Shorin, from Petrozavodsk: "I, a disabled veteran of 
the Patriotic War, am still working at the plant. Not long ago I became ser- 
iously ill and spent three and a half months on the sick list. Was the book- 
keeper correct in telling me that a person on the sick list can be paid for 
only three months?” 


[Answer/ No he was not. Disabled veterans of the Patriotic War who work 

are authorized benefits; assistance for temporary work disability from general 
illness is paid to them for not more than four months in a row, and for not more 
than five months per calendar year. The assistance is paid in the amount of 
100 per cent of wages, independent of one's continuous term of service. 


If the temporary work disability of a working disabled war veteran is the 
result of an industrial injury or an occupational disease, the benefits are 
paid for an unlimited period. 


[Question V. N. Kuftin, from Vladimir; "As a disabled veteran of the Patriotic 
War, I have the right to ride free on the suburban transportation system. What 
type of transportation is considered suburban?" 


[Answer/ In accordance with the normative enactments adopted by the USSR and 
RSFSR ministries of transportation, suburban transportation refers to: passen- 
ger trains which run up to 150 km from the city (The electric trains which run 
from Moscow to Tula, Ryazan’ and Vladimir also belong to this category); bus 
routes up to a distance of 50 km from the city Jimits; river transport lines 
between the cities and the suburban areas and other populated areas leading to 
them, situated along the course of the river for a distance of up to 100 kn, 
and when serviced by high-speed vessels, up to 150 kn. 


[Quest ion/ N. K. Morozova, from Kuvshinovo, Kalinin Oblast: "What system is 
used to compute continuous term of service in cases of reorganization or change 
in subordination of an enterprise (institution, or organization), and how can 
one confirm in a practical way, continuous service which gives the right to a 
20-percent bonus to one's pension?" 
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[haswer/ In cases of change of the subordination, the name or the structure of 
.. enterprise (institution or organization), work at this place both before and 
.fter the aforementioned change is considered uninterrupted service, at the same 
enterprise. In those cases where the entries in one’s labor booklet do not 
sontain the necessary information for calculating uninterrupted term of service, 
additional documents provided by the enterprise or other competent organ must be 


oresented. 


In cases where it is necessary, the enterprise (institution) is required to 
take measures to acquire the additional data which confirm uninterrupted work, 
oy means of direct inquiry to the ministry, department, archive or other compe- 


tent organs.

QUESTIONS ON NEW MEDICINES ANSWERED

[Interview with E. A. Babayan, chief of the administration for introduction of 
new medicinal remedies and medical technology, USSR Ministry of Health, by 
V. Tsybul’skiy: “New Medicine For Sale” under the heading, "At Your Request "/ 


[Text] "Tell us what course a new medicine takes, before 
it appears in the drugstore,” writes V. Serov from 
Kuy byshev. 


The Chief of the Administration for Introduction of New Medicinal Remedies and 
Medical Technology, USSR Ministry of Health, E. A. Babayan, replies to questions 
from our correspondents 


Medicines are usually considered substances of natural or artificial origin 
which have a curative effect on a sick person. For physicians this is not a 
totally accurate definition. After all, let’s say a new preparation has been 
developed. Experiments on animals have shown it to be biologically effective, 
and it has proven to be safe. Is this a medicine? Not yet. The new substance 
must pass a series of serious tests. Only after this will the Ministry of 
Health consider it to be a medicinal substance. 


[Question/ Aren't the introductory periods too long? After all, the patients 
are waiting impatiently for new remedies. 


[Answer/ Apart from careful tests of new preparations on animals, prolonged 
research is required on patients in clinics where highly-skilled specialists 
are employed. These preparations come to the clinics from the Pharmacological 
Committee of the Ministry of Health, for whom it must be made clear the degree 
to which the new substance has a curative effect; whether it has any side- 
effects; and whether it has any advantages over existing medicines. 


Here the necessary requirement is objectivity. Therefore, the inventors of 
the new medicine must not, of course, be present at the clinics where the tests 
are conducted. 


There is a uniform system of testing medicines for the entire country. And they 
are tested in various climatic zones, in order to bring out all possible side- 
effects. 
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[question] Letters occasionally arrive at the editor's desk asking why they 
nave stopped producing this medicine, or that. 

/Answer/ Even more letters like that come in to the Ministry of Health. I've 
already said that one of the necessary conditions for introducing a new prepar- 
ation is its advantage over the existing medicines. Indeed, why multiply the 
\ist of medicines and overload the pharmacological industry with new prepara- 
tions if they are no better than the old ones? m the other hand, as soon as 
new medicines are introduced, the old ones are dropped from production. 


“edical personnel also require the continuous renewal of medicines. The list 
t preparations does not become overloaded with unnecessary medicines which are 
longer in use, and patients can be treated with only the new and effective 
remedies. 


During the past five-year plan, we introduced 700 new medicines and withdrew 
600 from production. 


.ne change to new medicines is accomplished differently for each patient. Some 
react quite calmly to the change, and others fret and demand the old medicine, 
convinced that only it will help them, since they have no faith in the new one. 


/question/ You were speaking about clinical tests for new medicines. How do 
tne patients feel about these? 


[Auster] For the most part, favorable. Nevertheless, we try not to especially 
call attention to the new preparations. 


f ° . 
{euestion Why? 


[answer] Their safety factor has been proven and there is no need to remind 
the patient that he is being given a new medicine—he's not being subjected to 
‘y visk whatsoever. But here is what has been noted repeatedly: the psycho- 
‘ical state of the patient who is receiving the new medicine can cloud the 
»ne of the action. As a rule, after treatment with a new remedy, a change 
‘ the better is noticed in the course of the disease. But frequently these 
nm out to be temporary: the medicine itself does not help as much as the 
tn of the patient in the fact that it will help. 


Av example—a new preparation was developed from sea water, which in the opin- 
ion of the inventor cured myopia. Indeed, the patients who dropped it into 
tneir eyes could see better. Does this mean that the medicine was effective? 
As it turned out, no. For one group of patients the new medicine was replaced 
«ith a physiological solution, packaged in the very same ampules, but which 
d.i not improve vision. And the effect was the same. 


fact of the matter is, that the patients’ vision improved temporarily 
tnanks to auto-suggestion. In actual fact no changes were observed, and the 
effect wore off after awhile. The new preparation was turned down. 


[/Question/ A medicine has been introduced, its manufacture has begun, and it 


has been put onto the market. Does the administration's work on introduction 
end with this? 
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[Answer] jot at all. Wwe continue to keep track of the new remedy. As soon as 
Signals are received from doctors concerning side effects, each case is care- 
fully studied, and it is made clear where the cause lies—in the dosage, in the 


climate or in the medicine itself. With repeated signals the medicine may be 
returned for additional research. 


I will note once more, that only our best, most effective and safest medicines 
are introduced.

PROBLEMS WITH CONSUMER SERVICES NOTED 
Moscow IZVESTIYA in Russian 25 Feb 83 p 1 


[Text] According to the statisticians, 80 billion purchases are made every 
year in our country. This impressive figure shows quite well how large is the 
scale of operations in the service sphere. That sector employs nearly 10 mil- 
Lion persons, and all of us enjoy its services every day. And, of course, the 
organization of the trade sector is in large part crucial to our disposition 
and to the way our time is budgeted, how much time we spent to obtain the 
things we need, for food, to feed the family. 


thanks to the constant attention of the Communist Party and Soviet state, the 
trade sector has been developing at a fast pace in recent years. Its physical 
plant and equipment have been noticeably strengthened and renewed, and the vol- 
ume of sales has grown. At the same time the level of the quality of service 
and the treatment of customers still do not fully meet the demands of the So- 
viet people. The inconvenient schedule of stores gives rise to a particularly 
large number of reproaches. Many of them close almost at the same time as the 
end of the workday in organizations and institutions. In order to buy what 
they need people are not uncommonly forced to leave work early. This has an 
adverse effect on the state of work discipline. 


Recently the question of the need to put order in the operating schedule of 
enterprises, organizations and institutions in the sphere of services, includ- 
ing the trade sector, was taken up in a session of the Politburo of the CPSU 
Central Committee. The USSR Council of Ministers has adopted a decree which 
defines specific measures to correct the shortcomings discovered in this im- 
portant area. A large role is being given in this matier to soviets of peo- 
ple's deputies, which, as masters within their jurisdiction, are expected to 
be vigorous and effective in getting to the bottom of everything that concerns 
meeting people's everyday needs. 


fo be specific, the recommendation has been made to ispolkoms of city and 
cayon soviets that they schedule the days and hours cf operation of enter- 
prises, organizations and institutions in the entire sphere of services so as 
to be most convenient for the workers. They are to see that off-hour stores 
are opened wherever necessary, widen the practice of their operation on a 
sliding schedule, with the workday broken up, and to hire more people in the 
trade sector for less than a full day.

This kind of experience, incidentally, already exists. It has been built up, 
for example, in Krasnodar, Stavropol and Maritime Krays and in Tyumen Oblast. 
For 2 years now many stores there have been opening an hour or two earlier 
than is customary and closing later by the same amount of time. This has been 
applauded by the public. It is no longer necéssary to leave work to obtain 
something one needs. From 0700 hours to 2300 hours ome can make a necessary 
purchase in the Lithuanian city of Druskininkay as well. There, to be sure, 
they have taken a somewhat different approach: Stores with approximately the 
same line of goods have been assigned different schedules, and the meal break 
has been increased to 3 hours. The specific schedule for the trade sector 
that best suits the local conditions is, tiuly, best determined by the soviets 
themselves; the only important thing is that it truly be in people's interest 
and that there be no delays in solving the problem. 


The soviets should pay more attention to optimum location of trade enterprises 
as well. Cases have to be eliminated in which new housing developments are 
built disjointedly. Yet such cases, as indicated by the mail received by IZ- 
VESTLIYA, are still not uncommon. They naturally evoke many valid reproaches. 
For instance, in the left-bank portion of Kostroma a large residential area 
has grown up in recent years. But no concern was paid to placing the requi- 
site number of stores there. Which accounts for the numerous complaints to 
various authorities that originate there: After all, to make even the sim- 
plest purchase people sometimes have to go to the center of the city. The lo- 
cal agencies of government act properly when they respond quickly and effec- 
tively to signals of this kind. But it is still better to eliminate in ad- 
vance the very possibility of their occurrence, showing concern in good time 
so that every settlement and every microarea has a sufficiency of trade enter- 


prises. 


There are also cases when there are plenty of stores, but one cannot buy in 
them the necessary item. Not because there is a shortage of that item, but 
simply because trade personnel have not been nimble enough to stock the goods 
which are needed. Soviets of people's deputies must require that key offi- 
cials of trade organizations constantly study consumer demand, distribute com- 
modity resources optimcally and move them about quickly. It is intolerable 
for stores to be out of goods that do exist in the depots and warehouses. 


The soviets can and must exert more influence on formation of plans for produc- 
tion of consumer goods as well, not allowing their production to be cut back 
or violations of contractual obligations concerning deliveries. 


Great responsibility must also be shown toward selection, training and assign- 
ment of personnel in the trade sector. After all, in the final analysis ev- 
erything is decided by people--wherever they perform their duties profession- 
ally and conscientiously, a high standard of customer treatment is also met. 


The time has come to introduce more widely progressive forms of trade service, 
even such as affording the workers the possibility of obtaining everyday items 
right in the workplace. The people of Leningrad have instructive experience 
in this regard. Last year about 19 million grocery orders were filled at the 
city's enterprises, construction sites, institutions and organizations. It 
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1as been calculated that this helped to save more than 9 million man-hours. 

In a number of places they have taken the route of opening stores selling zgro- 
ceries and partially prepared food right in the workplace. There is no ques- 
tion that this type of trade deserves to be more widespread, especialiv since 
the conditions obtain everywhere for its use. 


In achieving a rise in the level of operation of the trade sector, the soviets 
must not forget the interests of the huge army of people employed in it. The 
project plans of trade enterprises and reconstruction projects must envisage 
conveniences not only for customers, but also for those who are at the cash 
registers and behind the counter. 


Guided 4y the decisions of the November (1982) Plenum of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee, the Soviet people are multiplying their efforts to fulfill the targets 
ot the third and pivotal year of the 5-year period. Raising the level at 
which they are served by trade enterprises and by the entire service sphere 
will undoubtedly contribute to a still more successful fulfillment of our 
plans.

CHANGES IN ESTATE INSURANCE REPORTED

{Talk by Viktor Mikhaylovich Zharkov, senior scientific staff member of the 
All-Union Soviet Legislation Research Institute and candidate of juris- 


prudence } 


[Summary] At the present time 170 million voluntary insurance policies 
have been taken out by Soviet citizens. During the 10th 5-year-period 
premiums for state insurance amounted to almost R47 billion, out of which 
the insurance benefits paid out to the population amounted to R20 billion. 


"To further develop the insurance system and enhance its social importance, 
the USSR Supreme Soviet Presidium and USSR Council of Ministers have 
adopted a number of decrees and resolutions on compulsory and voluntary 
life and property insurance." 


“The decrees adopted by the USSR Supreme Soviet Presidium on compulsory 
insurance for citizens’ property and for passengers, together with the 
government decisions on voluntary life and property questions are of great 
importance to private citizens in extending their insurance protection." 


According to a law of 1940, compulsory insurance on property was based on 
the wholesale price of construction materials, transport costs and wage 
rates of 1939-40. Since then, the prices of construction materials have 
changed, and as a result the sum assured came to represent only 15-20 per- 
cent of any actual loss. In addition, the uneven rise in prices of con- 
struction materials throughout the country meant that there was a wide 
disparity between different areas regarding the insurance cover provided. 


“While the new law was being drafted, it was taken into account that an 
assessment of property values based on wholesale prices had led to consid- 
erable understatement of the actual value of buildings, since citizens had 
to buy construction materials at retail, in other words higher, prices. 
The levels of assessment which came into force on 1 January 1983 are based 
on the value of buildings calculated, not in wholesale prices, but in 
retail prices for construction materials. Thus the USSR Supreme Soviet 
Presidium decree, by establishing a different approach to the assessment 
of property values based on today's prices and not those of 1939-40, and 
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in addition not wholesale prices, but retail, increased the insurance 
assessment value of property. Since for most property owners insurance 
premiums would increase along with the increase in the sums assured under 
compulsory property insurance, the existing rates of payment of insurance 
premiums have been reduced on average by 50 percent. That is the average 
throughout the country. In some oblasts and republics, however, the reduc- 
tion in rates is greater. for rural areas in Moscow Oblast, for example, 
the rates of payment of insurance premiums have been reduced by 60 per- 
cent.” 


From 1 January 1983 insurance cover is no longer compulsory on small farnm- 
yard animals such as donkeys, mules, sheep, goats, pigs and so forth, 
although they may be insured on a voluntary basis. The number of insurable 
risks have now been increased. Property insurance cover is now extended 
for damage to, or destruction of, buildings by natural calamities such as 
tsunamis, flood water, mud flows, seepage of underground water, unusually 
protracted rainfall and heavy snowfalls, or damage arising from faults in 
heating systems, water and sewage mains, none of which was covered before 
| January 1983. Individual citizens may be partially or wholly released 
from payment of insurance premiums now at the discretion of the ispolkoms 
of village and settlement soviets, whereas before this could only be done 
at the discretion of rayon and town soviets of people's deputies. There 
are substantial changes, too, in the system of compulsory life insurance 
for passengers carried by air, rail, sea, internal waterways and motor 
vehicles. The personal sum assured has now been increased from R300 to 
®1,000 which is payable in the event of death. 


“The practical implementation of this legislation will play a positive role 
in steadily improving the wellbeing of working people and reinforcing the 
effectiveness of citizens’ life insurance cover and their personal rights."

PRICE FORMING IN CONSUMER COOPERATIVES 
Moscow TRUD in Russian 4 Jan 83 p 2 


[Article by S. Kifuryak: “Is It Expensive in a Cooperative? How Prices Are 
Formed for Foodstuffs Preduced at Cooperative Enterprises” ] 


[Text] Moscow Oblast--There were no lines at the counter. But is was not 
boring for the salesperson. Purchasers were arriving constantly. Some bought 
300 or 500 grams of sausage, but mainly they purchased their products on a 
larger scale: kilograms of “ukrainska," ham, lard. I observed similar pictures 
at all three of the cooperative stores selling sausage and smoked foods in 

the workers’ settlement of Saltykovka. 


“Whereas before we were selling 200 or 300 kilograms of sausage items each 

month, recently we have selling that much in a week," said A. Staryy, the 
chairman of the board of the Saltykovka settlement consumer society. “People 
have been convinced for themselves that our products are fresh and of outstanding 
quality. And we are doing everything possible to make sure we always have 

them for sale because demand for these goods is growing." 


It should be said that this trend is obvious. In 1982, throughout the RSFSR 
the coopeeratives sold town folk 3,000 tons more sausage than in the previous 
year, a total of 65,000 tons. But we frequently heard: but the prices are 

so high at the cooperatives. And in fact, at the stores of the Balashikhinskiy 
rayon consumer union, which includes the Saltykovka consumer society, sausage, 
for example, costs from R4.90 to R7 per kilogram. But these sums are not 

made up out of thin air; they are not set by the managers of the consumer 
union. They reflect the real costs involved in the production of foodstuffs 

at a number of cooperative services and subdivisions. 


We met Vasiliy Llich Novikov, former plant electrician and now a pensioner, 

at the premises of the Saltykovka procurement point. While the workers there 
made out the receipts for the hog carcasses being brought in, we talked. He 
started to fatten hogs with his wife quite recently. Costs and materials 

are high, and the work is hard. For a start, a piglet costs R50 in the market. 
But it has to be paid! And the feed must be purchased. When Novikov was 
working he had to get up at four in the morning. Now he is a pensioner, but 

I would not call it a rest. 
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Vasiliy Ilich and I calculated it, and it came out that it costs him more 
than R2 for a kilogram of the meat. Ther add the labor involved! For to 
rear a piglet requires about 10 months of careful and conscientiousness 
ittention. And so the price paid by the couoperative--R3.30 per kilogranm-- 
cannot pe considered outrageous. In essence, it includes payment for the 
labor of the owner of the piglet in producing meat for public consumption. 


The procurement workers have to make considerable efforts to insure that the 
meat produced on private subsidiary plots is delivered to them rather than 
taken to market where the prices are rather higher. And so, every year the 
workers at the procurement points visit literally every yard with the 
participation of the public and the deputies of the local soviets, and 
sonclude the agreements for meat deliveries. The various incentives offered 
by the cooperatives play a not insignificant role in this. 


Those selling meat can obtain concentrated fodders from them, and in the 
Saltykovka cooperatives they also sell them to those who are just starting 
out in farming, and they try to have the rayispolkom allocate young hogs. 
The cooperatives also concern themselves with making the process of delivering 
meat trke as little of people's time as possible and cause as little inconvenience 
, possible. And this also involves costs. Special laboratories have been 
eguipped at the procurement points of the rayon consumers’ union, and here 
tors are on duty, checking the fitness of the products. Formerly the 
eller himself had to carry the meat to the doctor and obtain (te necessary 
rtificates. And accounts are settled on the spot in cash, without delay, 


od this is also important. 


Aid to this costs for transportation, maintaining premises and equipment and 
paying workers. So R3.70, the price paid for meat in the cooperative stores, 


quite justified. 


'o the city of Zheleznodorozhnyy, for example, the reception point for the 
surement workers is combined with a meat store. The very freshest of meat, 
‘t delivered from the peasant's yard, is brought straight up to the sales 
unter. And, it must be said, it does not stay there for long. And since 
: trading point is located right alongside the the market, ics effect on the 
p. lees there is very tangible. During periods of mass deliveries of produce 
(» the procurement point they do not ask more than R4 per kilogram in the 


it sections of the market. 


There is also a meat-canning plant here in Zheleznodorozhnyy where the rayon 
consumers’ union sends a considerable proportion of its purchases of meat 


trom the public. 


i. Gutin, chief of the sausage shop, began my tour of the production facility 
with the warehouse for the incoming raw material. 


"You have to pay attention,” he explained. "Most of the meat here has not 
been processed by professionals. This is understandable because everything 
is done in the peasant's yard. And so we have more technologic processes 
than at a regular meat combine and they are more complex and laborious. We 
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have to clean the produce and specially dress it, and use much manual labor. 
All this naturally increases production costs and raises overheads.” 


I examine the calculation based on the prices for the differeat kirds of 
sausage. All cost components have been included, from the cost of the raw 
materials and spices to the shop costs. I pay special attention to the 
"profit" graph. No enterpise, of course, can get by without it. And for 
the cooperatives, which exist only through their own assets, profit is the 
main source for developing production, expanding the network of procurement 
points and providing up-to-date equipment for the processing enterprises. 


Still, do not she cooperatives obtain extra "fat" from sausage production? 
Not at all. Their profit here is five to eight percent of production costs. 


Compared with state trading, the proport.on of cooperative trade in cities 
and workers’ settlements is generally small. But by actively developing 
purchases, production and trade, the cooperatives are making a weighty 
contribtion to improving supplies of valuable foodstuffs for citizens.

(Text] The regular meeting of the Inter«'epartmental Council for Study of Pub- 
|ic Demand for Consumer Goods of the USSR Ministry of Trade was devoted to 
discussion of the question of progress in carrying out the work program for 
‘etting up full-scale operation of SKIPS [system for comprehensive study and 
forecasting of demand] in trade and industry and the summary plan of measures 
to introduce SKIPS in the trade sector and industry over the period 1981-1983 
(the stage of transition from pilot to full-scale operation). Consideration 
was also given to the problems of the status and prospects for development of 
the subsystem for study and forecasting of demand in the ASU [computerized man- 
igement system] of the trade sector and the plan covering the council's activi- 


ties in 1983. 


is well known, the State Committee for Science and Technology adopted in 
‘arch 1981 the scientific research plan for the 1981-1985 period related to 
further development of SKIPS, which called for putting into full-scale opera- 
‘ion in the 1981-1983 period the sectorwide SKIPS of USSR Mintorg [Ministry of 
rade}, Tsentrosoyuz, USSR Minlegprom [Ministry of Light Industry], USSR Min- 
ishcheprom [Ministry of Food Industry], Minelektrotekhprom [Ministry of Elec- 
‘vical Equipment Industry], Minpromsvyazi [Ministry of Communications Equip- 
«at Industry] and RSFSR Minmestprom [Ministry of Local Industry], which have 


ne through pilot operation. 


/ + purpose of pilot--full-scale operation of SKIPS is to refine the mechanism 
tor operation of the staff services for studying the demand at different lev- 
'5 of administration of the trade sector and branches of industry as well as 
‘© mechanism for their interaction with one another, including coverage of 
' entire cycle of management of production and sale of consumer goods--from 
the compilation of production programs to sale to the public in the retail 


trade network. 


In organizations, associations, enterprises and institutions of the trade sec- 
tor and industry all elements of the organizational structure are to be 
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created and sets of tasks in studying public demand which constitute the func- 
tional part of the respective sectorwide and branchwide SKIPS, fully performed. 
The sequence and deadlines for performance of operations were set down in the 
summary plan of measures. 


A detailed evaluation of the effectiveness of the sectorwide and branchwide 
SKIPS from the standpoint of impact on the final results of economic activity 
is to be made according to the results of pilot--full-scale operation, the 
main directions and specific tasks in revising and further improvement of the 
organizational structure for data and methods support in the trade sector and 
industry are to be established, and the most expedient procedure is to be de- 
fined for performing the subsequent efforts involved in full-scale introduc- 
tion of the system, as well as organizational measures. 


Professor A. Orlov, doctor of economic sciences and director of VNIIKS [All- 
Union Scientific Research Institute for the Study of Public Demand for Con- 
sumer Goods and Market Conditions], noted in his report that pilot--full-scale 
operation of SKIPS is being carried out in a number of oblasts of RSFSR, UkSSR 
and LaSSR with 13 consumer commodities being taken as examples. The compo- 
nents of the complex to be started up first are to be 300 wholesale and retail 
organizations of USSR Mintorg and Tsentrosoyuz, 50 production associations and 
enterprises of USSR Minlegprom, USSR Minpishcheprom, Minpromsvyazi, Minelek- 
trotekhprom and RSFSR Minmestprom. These components of the complex in which 
the system is to be instituted first mainly completed the organizational meas- 
ures in 1982 and most of them are at present introducing the study of demand 
according to the requirements of SKIPS. Principal attention is being paid to 
organizing interaction between the trade sector and industry in making obser- 
vations of demand and in determining the needs for goods. Information on de- 
mand is being exchanged on the basis of joint orders issued locally, and meas- 
ures are being organized to study it in accordance with agreed programs. The 
materials of these observations are used in planning the assortment of goods, 
in substantiating declarations of need and requests for production, in the 
purchasing of goods at wholesale fairs, and in current adjustment of plans for 
the manufacture and delivery of products. Introduction of the system is hav- 
ing a beneficial effect on the performance of the components of the set of 
trade and industrial establishments where the system is being introduced first. 


For instance, in LaSSR information on demand obtained in the course of pilot-- 
full-scale operation of SKIPS has been used by the republic wholesale depot of 
Lattorgodezhda [republic wholesale clothing trade office of the LaSSR Ministry 
of Trade! in determining the need for men's suits in 1983 and in connection 
with their purchase at the wholesale fair. On that basis the republic garment 
production association "Latviya" made substantial changes in the product mix, 
increasing the output of "three-piece" suits by 370,000 rubles and withdrawing 
from production certain styles of suits for which there is limited demand. 
Suppliers of fabrics were sent recommendations concerning improvement of their 
assortment. Similar work was done in Rostov Oblast with respect to confec- 
tionery products and upright pianos, in Vladimir Oblast for black cast iron 
cooking ware, in Ivanovo Oblast for stitching and embroidery products, and in 
Dnepropetrovsk, Zaporozhye, Lvov, Chernigov and Odessa Oblasts for radio 
equipment; in this Ukrkul'ttorg [republic office for wholesale trade of dura- 
ble consumer goods and housewares of UkSSR Ministry of Trade] was guided by 
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data obtained in connection with the purchasing of these goods at wholesale 
‘airs for 1983. 


it was noted at the same time that there are important shortcomings in organi- 
zation of the pilot--full-scale operation of SKIPS. This project was under- 

taken 3 or 4 months late by Tsentrosoyuz, Minelektrcotekhprom, certain organi- 
zations of USSR Minpishcheprom and certain other ministries, which has delayed 
normal progress of introduction of SKIPS in state trade. These ministries are 
not paying sufficient attention to guidance of the pilot--full-scale operation 


ot branchwide SKIPS. 


Subdivisions of the central apparatus of Tsentrosoyuz and USSR Minelektrotekh- 
prom and Minpishcheprom are not doing enough to get their bearings as to the 
local situation, are not exercising the necessary day-to-day oversight over 
progress in fulfillment of the plan of measures. Industrial ministries rarely 
near in their conferences representatives from the organization where the sys- 
tem is being introduced first and from branchwide and sectorwide scientific 
research institutes which are the developers at the level of management of the 
sector or branch. USSR Minpishcheprom is dragging out the organization of ef- 
forts in Krasnodar Kray. Rospotrebsoyuz, Ukrkoopspilka and certain republic 
wholesale organizations of RSFSR Mintorg (Rosgalantereya) are slow to become 
involved in carrying out the planned assignments. In USSR Minpishchepron, 
Minelektrotekhprom, USSR Minlegprom and RSFSR Minmestprom they are not fully 
meeting the requirements of the Program for Introduction of SKIPS Into Full- 
Scale Operation in the Trade Sector and Industry which pertain to the makeup 
»§ the components of the set of institutions where the system is being intro- 
luced first. Im those sectors the list of components is limited to production 
associations, enterprises and scientific research institutes, while all-union 
and republic industrial associations and relevant subdivisions of the central 
ipparatus have not been duly activated. As a result difficulties have arisen 
in working out the mechanism for interaction between the trade sector and in- 
justry at the union and republic levels. 


mportant linkage failures are occurring because the staff services for demand 
not meet the requirements of the approved normative and methods documents 
all components of the set of organizations where the system is being intro- 
‘cced first in the electrical equipment industry, local industry, light indus- 
y and the food industry. Combined with the low level of supply of up-to- 
te computers and calculators and the poor preparation of collaborators, this 
is had the result that in a number of cases programs for collecting and pro- 
cessing data are not being fully performed, and the arrival of data is de- 
'aved. The information is not always satisfactory in content, there are 
shortcomings in the exchange of information between industry and the trade 


Sec tor. 


Members of the council and representatives of the industrial sector, of the 
sectors and branches cooperating in carrying out SKIPS, and scientific re- 
search institutions took part in discussing the report. Experience in the ef- 
fort to introduce SKIPS in the system of USSR Minlegprom was discussed in the 
statement by N. Nemirovchenko, a member of the council and chief of the Admin- 
istration for Organizing the Production of New Products and Deliveries, and 
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its introduction in the system of Minpromsvyazi was treated in the statement 
by A. Fel‘dman, department chief and candidate of economic sciences. 


F. Krutikov, department head of VNIIKS and candidate of economic sciences, re- 
ported that consent had already been obtained from another 13 head industrial 
ministries to participate in SKIPS and he discussed the problems in working 


out the system. 


N. Stashenkov, deputy USSR trade minister and chairman of the Interdepartmen- 
tal Council, summed up the results of the discussion and dwelt on the basic 
problems related to developing and introducing SKIPS and the need to make this 
effort more effective and strengthen the responsibility of ministries, depart- 
ments and their scientific research institutes for carrying it out, especially 
in the light of the requirements arising out of the decisions of the November 
(1982) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee and the 7th Session of the USSR 
Supreme Soviet, 9th Convocation. 


The Interdepartmental Council recommended to USSR Mintorg, Tsentrosoyuz, USSR 
Minlegprom, Minpromsvyazi, Minelektrotekhprom, USSR Minpishcheprom, and RSFSR 
Minmestprom that they consider the efforts related to pilot--full-scale opera- 
tion of SKIPS in the trade sector and industry in 1983 as basic tasks, that 
they speed up the transition of the initial components for study of demand ac- 
cording to the requirements of SKIPS, and that they prepare materials for a 
detailed analysis of the results of introduction of the system and draft rec- 
ommendations on that basis to expand the scale of introduction of SKIPS into 
full-scale operation in the 1984-1985 period. To that end it is necessary to 
draft and carry out measures to correct shortcomings and ensure prompt and 
full performance of sectorwide and branchwide programs and plans by all subor- 
dinate organizations and enterprises participating in the effort. 


A recommendation was made to VNIIKS, VNIIEKT [All-Union Scientific Research 
and Experimental Design Institute of the Trade Sector], VlAlegprom [All-Union 
Institute for the Assortment of Products of Light Industry and Clothing Stand- 
ards], MNITI [unidentified entity for scientific and technical information], 
TsNIITEIpishcheprom [Central Scientific Research Institute for Information and 
Technical-and-Economic Research of USSR Ministry of Food Industry], "“Inform- 
elektro” and GSKTB [Special State Design and Process Engineering Office for 
the ASU of RSFSR Minmestprom] that they intensify designer's supervision and 
methods supervision over pilot--full-scale operation of SKIPS on the scene at 
the components where the system is being introduced first for the sake of ef- 
fective performance of the tasks envisaged in studying public demand, for im- 
provement of mutual business contact so that the best coordination is achieved 
in carrying out the planned measures and in joint solving of problems of an 


intersector nature. 


The Interdepartmental Council issued a number of orders to VNIIKS as the head 
scientific research organization specifically concerning bolstered methods 
guidance and coordination of the effort to introduce SKIPS in the trade sector 
and industry, to invigorate the activity of the working and coordinating coun- 
cil for its development, to improve the exchange of information between trade 
and industry, and to extend aid in the training of specialists by those 
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involved in carrying out SKIPS. The interdepartmental councils in RSFSR and 
UkSSR trade ministries and in LaSSR Cosplan were issued a recommendation to 
extend their particular oversight over progress in introducing the system in 
trade and industry. A decree was adopted on the results of discussion of the 
question of the status and prospects for development of the subsystem for 
study and forecasting demand within the ASU of the trade sector, in which spe- 
cific mention was made of the need for close integration of SKIPS and the ASU. 


The council took up and approved the work plan for 1983. 


The Interdepartmental Council approved A. Orlov, director of VNIIKS, as chair- 
man of the working and coordinating council for SKIPS.

NEW ACT PASSED ON TRADE FAIRS 
Moscow KHOZYAYSTVO I PRAVO in Russian No ll, Nov 82 pp 64-65

[Text] On 30 June i982 the USSR Ministry of Trade and the Central Union of 
Consumers’ Societies approved, with the consent of the USSR Gosplan and USSR 
State Arbitration Commission, the Statute on the Organization and Order of Conduct 
of Wholesale Consumer Goods Trade Fairs. This statute differs fundamentally from 
previous statutes in that it is a single unionwide normative act regulating the 
organization and order of conduct of all forms of wholesale trade fairs--inter- 
republic, republic (union and autonomous republic), kray, oblast and city, and it 
applies to all ministries, departments, associations, enterprises and organizations 
producing and purchasing consumer goods. 


According to the new statute the main purposes of trade fairs are to permit the 
purchase of goods by wholesale and retail enterprises and organizations of state 
and cooperative trade, and by other buyers from production, agrarian production 
and production and marketing associations, enterprises and organizations of indus- 
try, the signing of contracts for delivery of goods and, what is most important, 
intensification of the influence of trade on the production plans drawn up by in- 
dustrial enterprises and on expansion and renewal of the assortment of their pro- 
ducts, improvement of their quality, their technical-economic indicators and 
appearance, introduction of new goods into production, their uninterrupted supply 
to marketing enterprises and the fullest possible satisfaction of the public 
demand for them. 


The new statute makes it a firm rule that local trade fairs must be conducted 

prior to republic (union republic) and interrepublic trade fairs. At local trade 
fairs, producers are able to create business ties with wholesale bases and other 
marketing enterprises, and it is in such fairs that marketing requests and orders 
can be insured the best protection. Locally, it is easier to seek out possibilities 
for expanding production of needed goods and to remove from production those 
articles which do not enjoy a consumer demand. As a rule local trade fairs are 
conducted by decision of the executive committees of soviets of peoples deputies, 
which have the responsibility of coordinating and developing production of 


consumer goods. 
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The 12 July 1979 decree of the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers 
"On Improving Planning and Strengthening the Influence of the Economic Mechanism on 
Increasing Production Efficiency and Work Quality” foresees that the main industrial 
USSR ministries and departments that produce cultural, personal and household goods, 
on their instructions, subordinated associations must take @ part in trade fairs 
as general suppliers of goods produced by all production associations and enter- 
prises irrespective of their departmental subordination. This is why the new 
Statute concretely determines the role, rights, responsibilities and powers of 
main ministries and departments at trade fairs. Representatives of main ministries 
and departments must take part in the work of the trade fair committee, sector 
commissions and trade fair arbitration commissions. 


Using the results of interrepublic trade fairs, the main USSR ministries and 


de; artments must develop, and submit to the USSR Gosplan, proposals for a draft 
plan for producing a confirmed assortment of cultural, personal and household goods, 


and for a draft plan for assimilating production of new forms of goods in the 
planning period. 


There is important significance to exercising control over fulfillment of decisions 
adopted by the trade fair committee and of delivery contracts signed at trade fairs. 


According to the statute the functions of such control are assigned to organs of 
the administration for state and cooperative trade and industry which had enter- 
prises selling goods at the given trade fair. The statute foresees that organs 


deciding to organize trade fairs and form a trade fair committee may give such 4 
committee the authority to conduct subsequent trade fairs to sell the same group of 
joods and, in intervals between trade fairs, to provide assistance to the organs 
of industrial and trade administrations in maintaining control over fulfillment of 
delivery contracts signed at the trade fair. 


The responsibilities of the trade fair committee include, among others, resolution 
li sputes arising eround contracts or around ammendments and additions to pre- 
viously signed contracts, disputes concerning previously agreed-upon specifications 
and instances of coersion of suppliers and buyers participating in the trade fair 
to sign contracts. Disputes may be resolved by the trade fair committee or by an 
arbitration commission it creates. However, as foreseen by the statute, the latter's 
lecisions are not final, going into effect only after their approval by the trade 
tair committee.

In order to raise the effectiveness and reduce the duration of trade fairs, and to 
improve the use of obtained information to correct draft plans for the production 
and delivery of goods, the statute foresees a possibility for using an automated 


system for information services at trade fairs. This control system would make use 
of computer technology and the methods of mathematical economics.
